T h o se D e lin q u e n t lU llro u d T h ic k . 
S an Frahciboo, May 28th.—The 8upreme 
Court to-day rendere»! ;t decision in the 
cases of the county of can Mateo vs. State 
Treasurer Oullahan and John Rooney v- 
Attorney-General Marshall, involving the 
question of turning over to the .State the 
delinquent railroad taxes now in the pos­ 
session of the Attorney-General. The de­ 
cision recites that the I wo eases had been 
considered together, and the amount in­ 
volved is $803,582 93. Of this, $140,685 20 
was received by the Attorney-General from 
the defendants in actions by certain coun­ 
ties against certain railroad corporations 
for the recovery of delinquent taxes for the 
fiscal years 1880- i, 1881-2. 1882-3. The 
remaining $002,897 73 was received from 
the defendants in certain actions instituted 
by the State against said corporations for 
delinquent taxes for the fiscal years 1883-4 
and 1884-5. 
The decision, after re­ 
viewing the history of the railroad 
tax 
litigation, 
recites: 
“ We 
have 
therefore the case of the Attorney-General, 
who has received certain moneys under 
judgments and orders recovered by him in 
actions he was prosecuting. It legally fol­ 
lows, we think, that the moneys so recov­ 
ered is the property of those whom he rep­ 
resented in recovering it. Let the writs 
issue as prayed for, in so far as concerns 
the money received by the Attornev-Gen- 
erai under an order made in the cases pros­ 
ecuted for delinquent taxes for the fiscal 
years 1883-4 and 1884-5. and in so far as 
concerns the moneys by him received for 
the State, under judgments rendered in 
actions prosecuted for delinqent taxes for 
fiscal years 1880-1, 1881-2 and 1882-3.”

A HOUSE BESIEGED—STOCK 
STOLEN—TI1K 
TROOPS. 
Tucson, May 28th.—The hostiles who 
ran off ten head of horses belonging to 
Vail. Kislcv and others from the Empire 
ranch, had Mr. Deni mans house surround 
ed for several hours. Concealed behind 
the rocks and hushes sixty yards from the 
house, the Indians waited for a favorable 
opportunity to attack it, but failing in this 
they captured the stock and decamped. 
Mr. Vail and a party trailed them as far as 
Proctor’s old ranch, where a mare was 
found with its throat cut. The trail from 
Proctor’s led south on the west side of the 
Santa Rita mountains. This was the same 
party of seven Indians who crossed the 
tracK west of here on the 20th. Captain 
Lawton, with Indian scouts and infantry, 
are on their trail. Captain Lebo, on the 
north side ol the Santa Catalinas, has not 
been heard from. Lieutenant Davis and 
troop are here, awaiting orders. 
Mr. 
W himple, who was killed near Greater- 
ville Ibis morning by Indians, was buried 
at the Placira this afternoon. He came to 
this Territory two years ago from Michi­ 
gan, and was well known in Tucson, where 
he had many friends. 
T h e A p a c h e O u tb re a k . 
C r itten d en (via Tucson), May 28th.—F. 
P. Wemple, Superintendent of a Chicago 
dry washer company operating at Greater- 
ville, was attacked and killed bv hostiles 
this morning about 11 o’clock, three miles 
east of Great erville. Mr. Wemple had 
made a short stop at Mr. Kane’s ranch. no­ 
tifying Mr. Kane that he had run across an 
Indian trail near his ranch. Mr. Kane ac­ 
companied him a short distance and left 
to get some wood. They had not parted 
over fifteen minutes when six shots were 
heard tired in quick succession by Mr. 
Kane, who immediately rode into Greater- 
ville, notifying the people that he believed 
Mr. Wemple was killed by the Indians. A 
party, headed by M. A. Kdwardy, went out 
at once, and found the bodv of Mr. Wem­ 
ple. pierced by five bullets. The Indians 
were heading toward the Santa Ritas, and 
seemed to be accompanied bv a number of 
squaws. 
M iu io g S h a ft iiu F ir e . 
T om bstone, May 28th.—The tire is still 
burning in the Grand Central shaft, to 
which it spread from the hoisting works. 
Caves have occurred in the shaft, which 
will, it is feared, render it useless. It is 
rumoien that three companies will now 
proceed to build a combination shaft for 
pumping purposes.

T o b b s t o n f . May 27th.—The Mexican 
Government thought it was best, before be- 
gining its late invasion of the Yaqui coun­ 
try. to endeavor to effect a peaceable settle- , 
rueut of the dispute with the redoubtable 
Cajeme. A committee was appointed to 
visit the Rio Yaqui and negotiate with the 
old chief, and Don Nieves E. Acosta, an 
eminent lawyer of Guaymas, was intrusted 
with the management of the affair. Senor 
Acosta succeeded in arrareing a treatv, 
honorable, equitable and satisfactory to both 
sides, but when it came to signing the 
agreement the chief declined to affix his 
signature, saying his plighted word should 
suffice aud "bis verbal acceptance be all 
that was required. When the Commis­ 
sioners returned toHermosillc the authori­ 
ties, both State and Federal, declined to 
recognize a lreaty without signttutcs, and

A n I ng en io u s D e v ic e.—Cornelius S_ 
lane, an engineer of Chicago, has invented 
u device for telephoning between moving 
trains and railway stations. The invention 
is, to all appearances, a very simple affair, 
consisting of a circuit wire resting on an 
insulated slab between the railway tracks. 
On the wire rests & circuit rod made of a 
strip of metal, having attached to it a mov­ 
able metal roller, making a continuous 
connection to all stations and all trains on 
the line. The return eircuit is gained by 
means of the rail, wheel, axle and up 
through the framework of the engineer’s 
cap to telephone. A wire runs through the 
train connecting all the cars, so that con­ 
versation can hie kept up from all parts of

But little has been heard from theseat of 
war. Senor Acosta, writing from Guaymas 
j under date of 10th inst., says: “ This 
; nmrning there arrived at this port Senor 
General Martinez from the Ri 1 Yaqui, ac- 
i companied by Generals Camilla, Gueira 
I and Vega. Governor Torres was here when 
they arrived, and all day they have been 
conferring over the sad situation, inasmuch 
as there are thousands of families homeless 
und destitute since the recent battle with 
Cajeme, which lasted four days and was 
most terrible in its consequences.” 
Under date of 22d inst., Senor Acosta 
writes as follows : “ In a few days will be 
published the details of the battle of Vata- 
chive, fought recently for tire subjugation 
of the Yaquis. Alter three days’ desperate 
fighting, the Indians succumbed to the 
united arms of the State and nation. The 
hatile was a horrible one, for among the 
slain were found old men, women and 
children. Cajeme bad placed about 2.000 
families near the mouth of the canyon in 
which the action was fought, and "during 
the action this spot became the point where 
most ot the bombshells exploded, and the 
result was terrible for the Yaquis. 
Already several chiefs have presented 
themselves, praying for peace and clem­ 
ency, and their followers, almost 2,000 in 
number, ha Ye petitioned similarly up to 
this date. Cajeme has not been found, and 
his location is unknown, but I have good 
reas-.n ro believe he is wounded, and for 
this cause has been hidden bv his tribe.” 
AN AM ERICAN V IEW . 
T om bstone, May 28th.—The Yaqui war, 
which was so triumphantly settled in last 
night's dispatches, is not vet settled. The 
settlement of the Yaqui war depends on 
the capitule of Cajcnic. He is the soul 
and spirit of the movement, and is looked 
upon by many Mexicans as a patriot and 
the peer of Juarez. The Yaquis them­ 
selves, it should he remembered, are a stal­ 
wart and industrious race, and their chief, 
Cajeme, an educated man and skilled tac­ 
tician, having drilled in the French army. 
The reported Mexican victory over 2,000 
old men, women and children is here re­ 
garded as bombast. The Yaquis have too 
many sympathizers, and until Cajeme him­ 
self is captured the Yaqui war is far from 
its termination. 
TROO Is! SENT IN PURSUIT. 
N ogales, May 28th.—A party of Mexi­ 
cans, from San Lazario, a small settlement 
twenty miles from here, in the Santa Cruz 
mountains, arrived from there to-day, and 
repiort seeing a band of twenty hostiles 
near that pluce this morning, traveling 
south. It is generally believed that this is 
the same band who have latelv been raid­ 
ing the country near Casita,‘Sonora, and 
afterwards went north and committed the 
many depredations near Tucson. They 
are probably now returning to the moun­ 
tains near Casita, and we may soon expect 
to 11ear of more murders in that vicinity. 
Company K. Second Cavalrv, Captain Ad­ 
ams, stationed at this place, received orders 
from Colonel Royall to start immediately 
in pursuit of the hostiles, and scout the 
country thoroughly. The troop left here 
at 3 o’clock p. m .. accompanied by a Pima 
Indian and a Mexican, as trailers. They 
intend going to Cibula, where the Indians 
are expected to cross the railroad. In case 
the troops do not arrive in time to inter­ 
cept the hostiles, they will take up the 
trail and pursue until they 
drive them from this vicinity. 
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United States Senate. 
W a sh in g to n. May 28th— Platt reported 
favorably from the Committee on Territories 
the bill to authorize the county of Colum­ 
bia, AV. T.. to issue bonds for the construc­ 
tion of a Court-house. The hill passed. 
Harrison from the same committee re­ 
ported favorably a bill legalizing and 
validating the general laws of Washington 
Territory for incorporating insurance com­ 
panies, and declaring that all such com­ 
panies heretofore incorporated under such 
laws to have been legally incorporated. 
The bill passed. 
The Chair laid before the Senate Wilson’s 
resolution, offered yesterday, providing for 
an investigation of the Indian traders bv 
the Commissioner of Indian Affairs. 
Dawes thought the committee could not 
well enter into such a far-reaching investi­ 
gation at this stage of the session, and after 
further discussion the resolution was re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Indian Affairs. 
The Senate then resumed consideration 
of the Noithen Pacific forfeiture bill, the 
pending question being to lav on the table 
the amendment of Van W.vck, which 
amendment would forfeit all the lands of 
the company adjacent to such part of the 
line as should not be completed at the date 
of the passage of this Act. 
The motion to lay on the table was de­ 
feated—aves 23, noes 28. 
The bill went over without action. 
van Week's bill for the taxation of rail­ 
road lands was then placed before the Sen­ 
ate. and under the plan of discussing this 
bill the debate on the Northern Pacific for­ 
feiture was continued. 
A protracted debate ensued, participated 
in by Messrs.Van Wyck, Edmunds, Plumb, 
Dolph. Vest, Mitchell aud others, but it re­ 
sulted in no action 011 the bill before the 
Senate.

W a sh in g to n, May 28th.—On motion of 
Morrison, it was ordered that when the 
House adjourned to-morrow it would be 
till Tuesday next. 
The House then went into Committee of 
the Whole on the oleomargarine hill, the 
pending amendment being that offered by 
Daniel of Virginia reducing the special tax 
on retail dealers from $48 to $25.

T h e M o rriso n T a r iff B ill. 
M ASHINGTON, May 28th.—Representative 
Morrison has given notice that lie will, in 
two weeks more, call up the tariff bill and 
allow the House a chance to vote upon it 
but it is not certain that he can get the floor 
at that time. It is his intention to wait 
until the legislative and naval appropria­ 
tion bills are disposed of before calling up 
the tariff' bill, aud as the appropriation bills 
named are likely to excite considerable de­ 
bate, lie may riot be able to get a full swing 
hv the time named. It begins to look as 
though the middle of June at least would 
roll around before the tariff bill can he 
reached, if the arrangement now under­ 
stood to be in vogue is to be carried out. 
But whenever the hill is taken up, whether 
it be early or late, it is understood among 
the Republicans that they will fight it from 
the word go. They will oppose the con­ 
sideration of the bill in the’ first place, be­ 
lieving it is an assault upon the industries 
of the country and a menace of danger to 
the interests of the people : that any agita­ 
tion on the subject just now is to be de­ 
plored and must be averted at all hazards. 
The Republicans know that if the bill he 
once considered it will be within the power 
of the majority to tack upon it such amend­ 
ments as they see fit, and there will ba no 
way to avert such results, even if the finest 
arts of the parliamentarian are brought to 
bear. There is no telling but that, if the 
hill be considered, amendments will be 
made which will trench upon every feature 
of the tariff law It is this danger which 
the Republicans hopes to avoid. 
T h e W in e B ille . 
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W a sh in g to n, May 28th.—Representative 
Harris of Georgia has reported from the 
Committee on Wavs and Means one of the 
bills demanded by the vine-growers, per­ 
mitting the use of grape brandy free of tax 
in fortifying wines for exportation. The 
bill taxing bogus wines was not reached 
yesterday in the committee, but is in the 
hands of Breckinridge of Kentucky to re­ 
port for the sub-committee. The friends of 
these measures counseled together, and 
considered that it would be best not to at­ 
tempt a contest in the committee over the 
demand ior free grape spirits in making 
sweet wine, hut to defer action for amend­ 
ment in the House or Senate. McKinley 
of Ohio, for the friends of this measure, 
reserved in commitree the right to amend 
on the floor. The difficulty with thesebills 
is mainly due to the contest between the 
revenue reformers. 
One party, led by 
Morrison, is endeavoring to reduce the 
tariff and to maintain internal revenue, 
and the other, the chiefs of which are 
Randall and Mr. Kelley, demands the utter 
annihilation of internal revenue. All bills 
relating to internal revenue may be 
amended on the floor, and as Randall re­ 
cently said, Morrison could not report these 
wine bills, because they would be made 
the subject for raising the entire question 
through amendments. The oleomargarine 
bill was permitted to come up under an 
agreement between its friends that it should 
not be amended by other internal revenue 
measures. It seeins now that these com­ 
plications are being forced aside, and that 
there is a hope of progress. Meanwhile an 
effort will be made by Senator Stanf rd to 
obtain a consideration of the wine hills in 
the Senate Finance Committee in advance 
of action in the House. 


Doe# Not K n ow Sm ith. 
W ashington, May 28th.—Some time a?o 
Senator Stanford received a lon^r letter from 
one Alphonso Smith, inclosing a bill which 
he wished the Senator to introduce, and 
explaining its provisions. Smith signed 
as Director or Superintendent of the In­ 
ventors' Institute in California, and the 
hill proposed to aid and encourage inven­ 
tion by appropriating $10,000 to each of the 
Inventors’ Institutes, the money to be 
taken from tiie surplus funds of the United 
States Patent Office nowin the treasurv. 
uS }>} r' Stanford.didn't know Smith, he laid 
the letter and bill aside, without intending 
any action on it. It now appears that 
Smith eansed his letter and bill to lie pub- 
listed in the San Francisco liapers giving 
t lie in ference t li at Sen at or Stan f. ,rd i nd, .rsed 
his scheme. Since this was done Mr. Stan­ 
ford has received manv letters from repu­ 
table lawyers and others in San Francisco 
urging him to take no action on the hill 
some of them speaking in no compliment­ 
ary terms of Smith, and stating that the 
only object is to benefit bis own patent 
agency. Senator Stanford has replied to 
these letters that he has not introduced the 
bill nor has any thoneht of doing so; that 
he does not know bmith, and consequently 
cannot indorse him, and those who are in­ 
terested in the matter need he under no 
apprehension that any harm will be done. 


T h e S eized B riti- h Schooner. 
W a sh in g to n . May 28th.—Acting" Secre­ 
tary Fairchild toAlav received a report 
from Collector Anderson, at Portland. Me 
in regard to the retention of the British 
schooner Sisters, in which he states that 
the statements made by Captain E lis are 
in the main correct, and that he had not 
discovered any attempt on the part of Can-’ 
tain Ellis to defraud the revenue. The 
scitooRcr was detained for a failure to com- 


. ply with the navigation laws and customs 
regulations, and the ease is referred to the 
Treasury Department for a decision. 


S m u g g lin g W h isk y in to A la s k a . 
W ash in g to n. May 2Sth.—Some weeks 
ago the Treason. Department sent a letter 
to Special Agent West, at the San.Franeisco ; 
Custom-house, stating that there were rea­ 
sons for believing that certain customs oil’- 
cials in San Francisco, Port Townsend, 
Portland and Sitka were operating in col­ 
lusion with persons engaged in smuggling 
whisky into Alaska Territory. Mr. West 
was directed to thoroughly investigate these 
charges, observing as much secrecy as pos­ 
sible under the circumstances. Tins he 
did, and his report is now in the hands of 
Acting Secretary Fairchild. He states that 
the Territory is flooded with bad whisky, 
purchased at Portland and San Francisco 
at a dollar a gallon and sold in Alaska for 
eight times that amount.

BOOKMAKER »V)N VICTEP. 
F r e e h o l d (N. J ), May 28th.—The trials 
of Win. McLean and Vi’m. Lovell, two of 
the men indicted by the Grand Jury ot 
Monmouth county ior making books upon 
races in Monmouth Park, last summer, 
brought crowds of men here yesterday. 
David D. Withers, President of the Mon­ 
mouth Park Association, sat near the liar. 
McLean’s case was first called. In open­ 
ing, the prosecuting counsel stated that (he 
defendant was indicted under the common 
Jaw for keeping a disorderly house, because 
he had been carrying on unlawful practices 
in bookmaking at the Monmouth Park 
race-course. Superintendent Morrell, of 
the Park, testified that books were made 
on races, and combination auction and 
French mutual pool tickets were sold there 
under the grand stand. Defendant’s coun­ 
sel claimed that the making of books was 
not against the laws, as revised. The 
criminal law of 1880 authorized the mak­ 
ing of books within the inclosures of so­ 
cieties, incorporated under the laws of the 
State. The Judge, in his charge to the 
jury, held that tiie change made in the 
State laws in 1880 did not abrogate the 
State law against gaming. The jury re­ 
turned a verdict of guilty after deliberat­ 
ing about two minutes. McLeod will be 
sentenced on Tuesday, when the case will 
he appealed. 
T h e M axwell MurtJcr C ax c. 
St . L o u is, May 28th —The proceedings 
in the Maxwell murder case were rather 
tame tiiis morning, in comparison with 
the lost few days, the time being occupied 
with expert medical testimony. Louis 
Bauer, Dean of the St. Louis College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, aud Demon­ 
strator of Surgery, testified for the defense 
that the probability of death resulting 
from the use of chloroform was very great, 
even when administered by skilled physi­ 
cians : that the same amount given to two 
men of equal physical strength might not 
even render one of them unconscious, 
while it might instantly kill the other:

The City of Mexico is under our feet, 
ntid it seems to be in the center of a sea. 
You can define the long lanes of trees 
reaching from the mountains ¡11 many 
places to the walls of the city. But the 
valley of Mexico, as seen from the sur­ 
rounding mountains, still seems to be. fur 
the most part, a vast body of water. To 
right and left and all around you, here and 
all over the low fertile hiils. you in hold 
one unbroken sea of green. This is the 
maguey plant. 
We call it the century 
plant at home. It is a rank and responsive 
grower, and disdains nursing. 
It will 
fasten to an old fence, fashioned of loose 
stones, and flourish there better than in a 
field. 
It is certainly the cleanest and 
healthiest plant in the world. Its sturdy, 
stitl leaves, here where it grows to perfec­ 
tion, ate in some cases as large as a man 
and as warlike. The end of each thick, 
healthy and clean green leaf is armed with 
a spear that would split a fence-ruil. 
In tiie heart of this green, healthy plant, 
that stretches away in vast rolling fields on 
either side of us for ten or twenty miles, the 
Mexican digs a hole. He selects the larg­ 
est in the field, anil has perhaps 10U plants 
"tapped” at the same time. Three times a 
ilay he comes with a pump and pumps out 
the liquid into a pig-skin, carried »<n his 
back. It is a sort of “sugar-iuuking” busi­ 
ness, only they do not boil down the water. 
Thev put it in barrels or tubs, and after 
three days take it to town, where, it is sai»l, 
50,000 gallons per day is consumed. I have 
tried to drink this “pulque,” both at the 
shops and at the table, but it is impossible 
to stand the vile smell of it after it has fer­ 
mented and been tumbled about fur days 
on the hacks of men or mules in a pig-skin 
ol a former generation. 
But loi'k up and over and beyond the 
green sea of century plants. Look awav 
beyond the great lake, the flower gardens, 
far away and above t»i the grand and eter­ 
nal mountains of snow that lie gleaming 
and hashing in the setting sun. Was there 
ever such a world of splendor to look upon 
before? “ Aud only to think.” says an 
eminent American, who comes from an 
other car und staniis at my sid»*, “ 1 have 
lived fifty years within six days’ journey of 
all this and never saw it before. 1 will 
come every y»'ar of my life now." Words, 
sentiment and utterance seem like an im­ 
pertinence here. Old battle-fields, the rise 
and fall of this faction or that State or 
nation—they are all below us now. These 
sublinn- mountains, what have they cared 
or concerned themselves for all that man 
has done in their majestic presence? If we 
couhi only partake a little of their awful 
stability and sternness and unchanged 
truth! 
Here Montezuma stood, for he loved this 
spot, and in his simple faith seemed to see 
the footsteps of his god 011 yonder mount­ 
ains with the first burst of morning. Here 
Cortez stood, anil in his religious bigotry 
planned to place a colossal cross on those 
eternal banks of snow. And here stooil the 
old American soldier, glass in hand, con­ 
templating the road by which he was to 
cross those shallow lakes and plant the first 
strange flagon the walls of Montezuma that 
had been planted there for more than three 
hundred years. What scenes! What sur­ 
roundings ! What traditions ! What proph­ 
ecies! No wonder that the enchanted 
Spaniard.when he first set foot here, named 
the spot St. Angel '.—Joaguin MWc in Chi­ 
cago Times. 
B u rliest M eth od s o f M easurin g T im e. 
The story is that King Alfred had no 
better way to tell the time than by burning 
j twelve candles, cai-h of which lasted two 
hours; aud. when all the twelve were gone, 
another day bad passed. Long before the 
time ol Alfred, and long before the time of 
Christ, the shadow of the sun told the hour 
of the day, by means of a sun-dial. The 
old Chaldeans so placed a hollow hem­ 
isphere, with a bead in the center, that the 
shadow of the bead on the inner surface 
told the hour of the day. Other kin.Is of 
dials were afterwards made with a tablet of 
wood or straight piei-e of metal. O11 the 
tablets were marked the different hours. 
When the shadow tame to the mat k IX., 
it was 9 o'clock in the morning.

I near the ground. <ir in towers or build­ 
ings. You see in the picture two sun­ 
dials that are 011 the Gray and Black Nun­ 
nery in Ottawa, the capital of Canada. The 
old clock on the eastern end of Faneuil 
Hall, in Boston, was formerly a dial of 
this kind ; ami on some ol the old church- 
towers in England you may see them to­ 
day. Aside from the kinds mentioned, 
the dials now in existence are intended 
more for ornament than for use. In the 
days when dials were nse»l each one con­ 
tained a motto of some kind, like these: 
“ Time flies like the shadow ;” or, “ 1 tell 
no hours but those that are happy.” 
But the dial could he used only in the 
daytime; and, even then, it was worthless 
when the sun was covered with clouds. In 
order to measure the hours of the night as 
well as the hours of the »lav. the Greeks 
and Romans used the clepsydra, which 
means, “The water steals awav!" A large jar 
was filled with water, and a hole was made 
in the bottom through which the water 
could run. The glass, in those days, was 
not transparent. No one could see from 
the outside how much water had escaped. 
So there were made, on the inside, certain 
marks that told hours as the water ran out; 
or else a stick with notches in the eiige 
dipped into the water, and the lieptli ot 
what was left showed the hour. Some­ 
times the water dropped into another jar 
in which a block of wood was floating, the 
hl»x;k rising as the hours went on. Once 
in a while some very rich man had a clep­ 
sydra that sounded a musical note at every 
hour. —Frederic tí. Mather, in Pujador Science 
Monthly for Jane.

T h e Eagle. 
The origin of the device of the eagle on 
national and royal banners mav b" trace ! 
to very early times. It was the ensign of 
the ancient Kings of 1‘ersia and of Baby­ 
lon. The Romans a»lopTe»l various other 
figures on their camp standards; “but Ma- 
tinus, I!. C. 102, m ule the eagle alone the 
en.-ign of the legions, and confino»! the 
other figures to the cohorts. 
From the Romans, the French,under the 
Empire, adopted theeagle. The Emperors 
of the Western Roman Empire used a 
black eagle: those of the East a goMeu 
one.The sign of the golden eagle, met with 
in taverns, is in allusion to the Emperors 
of the East. Since the time of the Romans 
almost every State that has assumed the 
designation of an empire has taken the 
eagle for an ensign ; Austria, Russia, Prus­ 
sia, Polaml and France all took the eagle. 
The two-headed eagle signifies a double 
empire. The Emperors of Austria, who 
claim to be conshlered the successors of 
Rome, use the double-headed eagle, which 
is the eagle of the Eastern Emperors with 
that of the Western, typifying the “Holy 
Roman Empire,” of which the Emperors 
of Germany (now merged in the house of 
Austria^ considered themselves as the 
representatives. 
Charlgmagne was the 
first to use it, for when he became master 
of the whole German empire, he udde»l 
the secón»! head to the eagle. A. D. 852, to 
denote that the empire of Rome and Ger­ 
many were united in him. 
As it is among birds the king, anil being 
the emblem of a noble nature, from its 
strength of wing and eye, and its courage, 
as also of conscious strength and innate 
power, the eagle has been universally pre­ 
ferred as the continental emblem of sov­ 
ereignty. 
The United btatcs adopted the eagle on 
coins, bnt not on the national flag, although 
it appears on the revenue flag. 
An extraordinary feat in telephoning was 
recently accomplished between St. Peters­ 
burg and Boulogne, a distance of 2,465 
miles. Conversation was kept up, notwith­ 
standing a rather high induction. The ex- 
peri in cuts were made during the night, 
when the telegraph wires were not at work. 
The Russian engineers hope to succeed in 
conversing by telephone over a distance of 
4,665 miles. 
The first printing done in America was 
in the City of Mexico, in 1539. There were 
then 200 printing offices in Europe. The 
second press was set up in Lima. Peru, and 
the third in Cambridge, Mass., in 1639.

The spleen e»>n- 
nects with the stomach as a kind of ell 
and the liver, according to Chinese anat­ 
omy, is an immense organ with sever 
lobes. Such a thing as the nervous system 
is not known. 
Chinese iuediral books teach that tin 
chest is the vital center, the seat of joy. 
pleasure and health. Iu the brain is li>- 
cuteil the principles of perfection. The liver 
is the abode of the soul, and controls the 
formation of schemes and euterprLes. The 
gall bladder is the region whence »X)ii:es tlio 
supply of courage. 
There are nine divisions of dist ases rec­ 
ognized by the Chinese profession. They 
are considered distinct. Separate instruc­ 
tion is given on each class, and specialists 
devote iheiuselves to one of these divisions. 
These classes are as follows 
Those affecting the pulse feebly those 
affecting the pulse violently: thos»! arising 
from cold; female diseases; cutaneous dis­ 
eases ; diseases requiring acupuncture ; 
ophthalmic affections; diseases of the 
mouth and adjacent parts ; iliscases of tlie 
bones. The materia medica of the Chinese 
profession is something stupendous 
The Pan-Tso, their standard wurk, is in 
thirty-eight volumes. It present- 11,896 
tormuhe, into the make-up ot which over 
1,900 substances enter While there is al­ 
most no en»l to Chinese drugs, there are 
some substances which are favorites in the 
practice 
Among these aiv claws and 
bones of the tiger and other wild animals, 
the cuttle-fish, ilragons' teeth, fossils, the 
liiile, horn and hones of the elephant anil 
rhinoceros, the scor| ion. snake .-kins, 
soot, and so on. 
A favorite reme»iy is known as " the 
tincture of five poisons,” made by steeping 
S'/orpions, snaki-s and other venomous 
creatures in samshu. This is given for 
fever, rhumatism and catarrh. In some 
parts ol China it is I'onsidcred the very 
highest degree of philanthropy for the rich 
to place this tincture at their door, to be 
used without cost by the poor. Gnupow- 
iler, termed “ fine drug,” is used as.»vermi­ 
fuge. A sensible remedy, which is »f com­ 
paratively recent introduction‘.uming more 
enlightened people, is the gizzaid of the 
common owl, prescribed for dyspepsia. 
But the great cure-all with the Chinese is 
ginseng root. The resemblance which the 
roots often bear to the human form, either 
as the result of natural growth or skillful 
trimming, is given as the reason f.u 1 him -e 
faith in the universal efficacy of the dtug. 
1-arge an»l choice specimens of the root 
are carefully preserved in embtoidered cov­ 
erings and inclosed in cases of varying 
sizes, the whole being locked in brnss- 
bounil chests. An extraordinary ñnespeo- 
imiii is worth $500 The hunting of these 
roots is pursued with all the ardor of gold- 
seeking. 
The Chinese have little use for surgery. 
T hey resort to cupping and leeching"and 
lancing on a small scale, anil that is about 
as far as they go. Morbid growths are re­ 
moved with what is known as the “ five- 
tigers'specific,” a composition of sulphate 
of iron, alum, nitrate of potash, metallic 
mercury aud verdiier. In only one re­ 
spect is tlnir surgery heroic They will 
shove a needle into the body anywhere 
about as tar as it will go. 
The pulse is almost entirely relied upon 
in making a diagnosis and is the subject 
of elaborate leaching ami study. 
The 
physician, in the presence el ids patient, 
does little more than examine the pulse, of 
both wrists, and in the case of a feiuale, 
is permitted to make this examination 
only, the arms being protruded from be- 
himl a screen. They are plavod upon at 
three points, from each of which (he 
learned man gets twenty-four indications. 
Thi'se give positive information of the or­ 
gan involved, and its exact condition en­ 
able, him to give a prognosis. This exam­ 
ination is made with great solemnity. 
The “ three pulses,” commencing at the 
bend, are designated as inch, bar ami cubit, 
and the sympathy existing between the 
pulse and the internal organs enables the 
doctor to reach his conclusions. 
The Chinese arc great consumers of 
medicine, and dreg stores abound. The 
city walls are thickly placarded with ad­ 
vertisements of remeilies. A doctor is 
generally selecto»! by lot, and this settled, 
a contract is cntereil into for medicine and 
advice until a enre is effected. The larger 
the fee the greater the doses expected. 
Medicine is furnished in great boluses of 
herbs and roots, and is administer»'»! by the 
qnurt.— Washington correspondence Glohe- 
Democral. 


Strung*» A n im a ls to Drink. 
Sanitary matters areas had in Bokhara 
as tiiey used to he in England ; but the peo­ 
ple are far less to blame than ».ur fathers 
were, for England is by nature blessed far 
more than Bokhara in regard to matters of 
health. But m length of storage will, in 
our happy climate, breed the “ rishta,” 
that horrible worm fount! also in parts of 
W cst Africa and taken long ago over to the 
New World. Old Jenktnson, who in 1558, 
being in the Russian service, sailed over 
the Caspian and made his way :». Bokhara, 
says: “ The water is very bad breeding in 
tin- legs worms an ell long. If these break 
in being pulled out. the patient lies. For 
all this inconvenience, they are forbidden 
to lirink any liquor but water anti mare’s 
milk; and they who break this law arc 
whipt through the market—yea, if only a 
man’s breath smells of spirits he shall 
have a good drubbing.” It is t ot quite so 
bad as Jenkinson sniil; hut if the “ rishta” 
doos break, all the little worms inside it 
spread through the bialy, and the sufferer 
gets full of ulcers, which take months to 
heal. The native barbers use a needle and 
their thumb to squeeze it out. The Russian 
doctors win»! it on a reel, so much a day, 
till the whole is extracted. It varies from 
three to seven feet in length ! How »l»>es it 
get in? Why, the little pools are full of a 
very small gray crustacean (the “ cyclops '), 
whose color makes him almost invisible. 
Men swallow these, and they are pretty 
sure to he infested with “ rishta” germs, 
which, finding in the human stomach a 
good place for their development, develop 
accordingly, and work their wav to the 
skin. I wonder if Dr. Lansdeil gave the 
Bokhariots a hint about boiling their wa­ 
ter, not once only, but tas Professor Tyn­ 
dall recommends) twice at least, so as’ to 
kill the germs which have escaped the f rsl 
boiling.—AU the Year Round. 


Bt« F r e s h w a t e r E e l s .— O f fresii-water 
eels as apart from their mighty cousin the 
conger, there are three distinct kinds—the 
sharp-nosed eel. the broad-nosed or frog­ 
mouthed eel, arid the sriig. 
O f these three, 
the sharp-nosed eel is both the largest fish 
and the best eating, though some prefer the 
snig-eel as having a superior flavor. The 
snig, however, in spite of its excellence, has 
not the sanre value as the sharp-nosed eel; 
for it seldom, if ever, attains more than 
half a pouml in weight. The sharp-nosed 
eel, on the contrary, attains an enormous 
size. One on reconi that was taken in the 
Mi dway, not far from Roche-tf-r weighed 
thirty-four pounds, measured six feet in 
length, and had a girth oi twenty-five 
inches. Another eel, taken in Kent, weigheil 
forty pounds and measured five feet nine 
inches. Yarnell speaks of having seen at 
Cambridge the preserved skim of two 
which had weighed together fifty pounds— 
the heaviest twenty-seven pounds, the 
{ other twenty-three pounds. But these in­ 
stances, though not to be regard*»! as apo­ 
cryphal, are still very exceptional; and a 
very fair average weight lor sharp-nosed 
eels is six pounds. Eels of even ten pounds 
weight are not common, and Frank Buck- 
land speaks of one that size as being the 
largest he had over seen.—Popular Setenes 
Monthly.

Mr. A dolphus Pettigrew was an elderly 
bachelor of a thrifty turn ot m ind.

C alifornia and th© G rape. 
[San Francisco World.] 
T he present “ rush” to California is not 
confined alone to those em igrating from 
the older States o f the Union, but there is 
also a goodly portion o f French and G er­ 
mans. 
T h is latter fact naturally leads us 
to some reflections on the subject o f the 
culture of the grape and the m anufacture 
o f wine— an enterprise peculiarly adapted 
to these strangers from the valleys ot the 
Rhine. 
It seems as though the’ Creator 
him self, when He piled up the m ountains 
and rolled out the plains, and adapted so 
adm irably the 
capabilities o f countries 
each to the other, intended California for a 
region rich in the produce o f the vine; and 
the most casual observer, by looking upon 
the m ap o f ilie world, can see at a glance 
that our very position on the face of the 
globe is calculated to m ake us so. 
T he 
line w hich runs through the very southern 
extrem ity o f France is the dividing line be­ 
tween Oregon and California, south 
of 
w hich is a territory extending six hundred 
miles along a sea coast, back o f which arc 
1 road, extended plains and rich and fertile 
valievs, the soil ot which proves by experi­ 
ment adm irably adapted to the growth of 
the grape. 
T he parallel of forty degrees, 
w hich passes through tiie lovely* vinc'lands 
of Catalonia and A ndalusia, touches the 
Facific coast on a line with the Shasta 
Butte. 
T he -m iling, verdant vineyards of 
Los Angeles lie in about the same*latitude 
with the Island of Madeira, and the whole 
of the territory embraced w ithin the bord­ 
ers o f the State o f California lies south o f 
the most beautiful vine-growing regions of 
Italy. 
Our extrem e north, near the Ore­ 
gon line, where the m ountains are covered 
with a perennial coat o f snow, hut where 
the warm snnshine falls on the plains and 
penetrates the valleys, is in a lower lati­ 
tude than the larger portion of the vine- 
grow ing regions o f Europe. 
T iie experi­ 
ments in the grape culture o f California 
have thus far given am ple proof o f the fact 
that all tiie elem ents requisite to success in 
it are contained w ithin the soil and clim ate 
of this lovely land. 
T he great increase 
from year to year in the production of 
w ine.aud the favor w ith w hich it is being 
received in all the Eastern markets, are 
also undeniable proofs that California will 
very soon eclipse all other counties as a 
grape and wine-producing locality.

First, the distance is com ­ 
paratively short, when you rem em ber that 
a steamer from Spaiu is out from fifteen to 
tw enty days and refrigerator cars keep the 
fruit in healthy con dition ; besides, the 
steamers generally carry m uch cargo likely 
Bv injure fruit. 
T he system o f transmission 
will no doubt he still further im proved.

T heir system o f prepar­ 
ing. preserving, packing and shipping has 
notably im proved.

T he outlook for California «therefore, is 
bright and encouraging. 
T liire are two 
points agaim t YVestern fruit* 
but these 
cannot last long. 
One is, they have to 
compete with pauper labor o f Spain, where, 
ow ing to a variety o f causes, Í gh*, cheap 
food is alone necessary, and very little 
clothing. 
A nother is tliat there is not a 
sufficient supply o f laborers in California. 
H owever, with the developm ent o f the 
country, higher wages w ill he given, with 
the disappearance o f the Chinese, w hile 
labor w ill be induced and encouraged to go 
W est in an abundant quantity. 
T he al­ 
m ond'. walnuts, etc.. tiiat are liuw com ing 
from France, w ill also be worsted hy YVest­ 
éril com petition. 
1 certainly entertain 
strong and well-founded opinions of C ali­ 
fornia's future in fruit-trading with the 
East.' — Chico Enterprise.

C alifornia and th e G rape. 
[San Francisco World.J 
The present “ rush” to California is not 
confined alone to those emigrating from 
the older States of the Union, but there is 
also a goodly portion of French and Gtr- 
mans. 
This latter fact naturally leads us 
to some reflections on the subject of the 
culture of the grape and the manufacture 
of wine—an enterprise peculiarly adapted 
to these strangers from the valleys ot the 
Ithinc. 
It seems as though the' Creator 
him self, when H e piled up the mountains 
and rolled out the plains, and adapted so 
admirably the 
capabilities of countries 
each to the other, intended California for a 
region rich in the produce of the vine; and 
the most casual observer, by looking upon 
the map of the world, can see at a glance 
that our very position on the face of the 
globe is calculated to make us so. 
The 
line which runs through the very southern 
extremity of France is the dividing line be­ 
tween Oregon ami California, south of 
which is a territory extending six hundred 
miles along a sea coast, back of which are 
broad, extended plains and rich and fertile 
valieya, the soil of which proves by experi­ 
ment admirably adapted to the growth of 
the grape. 
The parallel of forty degrees, 
which passes through the lovely vinciands 
of Catalonia and Andalusia, touches the 
Pacific coast on a line with the Shasta 
Butte. 
The sm iling, verdant vineyards of 
Los Angeles lie in about the same latitude 
with the Island of Madeira, and the whole 
of the territory embraced within the bord­ 
ers of the State o f California lies south of 
the most beautiful vine-growing regions of 
Italy. 
Our extrem e north, near the Ore­ 
gon line, where the m ountains are covered 
with a perennial coat of snow, but where 
the warm sunshine falls on the plains and 
penetrates the valleys, is in a lower lati­ 
tude than the larger portion of the vine- 
growing regions o f Europe. 
Tiie experi­ 
ments in the grape culture o f California 
have thus far given ample proof o f the fuel 
tiiat all tiie elem ents requisite to success in 
it are contained within the soil and climate 
of this lovely land. 
The great increase 
from year to year in the production of 
wine.and the favor with which it is being 
received in ali the Eastern markets, are 
also undeniable proofs that California will 
very soon eclipse all other counties as a 
grape and wine-producing locality.

Frogs' S kin as G r a fts .— Sometimes 
slowly healing wounds with feeble granu­ 
lations are made to increase their activity 
in the direction o f cicatrization by trans­ 
planting m inute fragments of epidermal 
tissue containing som e of the cells of the 
rete Alalpighii on the healing service. 
O. 
Peterson has successfully used the skin 
from the back of a frog.' The slow ly cica­ 
trizing wound was sitiiate on the back of 
the neck of a man and had resulted from 
excision of a malignant postule. 
A piece 
of frog's skin the size of the thumb-nail 
was washed in a tw o per cent, solution and 
placed upon blotting paper, when it was 
divided into two. 
The grafts were applied 
to the wound so that the blotting paper 
was interposed between them and the fix­ 
ing plaster. 
Two days after the transplan­ 
tation both tragments of epidermis were 
found to be adherent. 
Two davs later a 
fresh grafting was m ade; tiie former grafts 
had become roseate. 
In a further period of 
forty-eight hours the pigmentation ot the 
grafts had almost disappeared. 
The cica­ 
trix resulting after this treating was found 
to be of great softness and elasticity. Frog's 
skin as grafts has been recently employed 
at som e o f the Loudon hospitals.— London 
Lancet.

Exchange in New Y'ork, says : 
"It seems 
to me there is a great future for California 
in fruit ot every kind here. 
Little other 
fruit is in the Eastern markets during Feb­ 
ruary. March and April. 
The lately-es­ 
tablished 
California 
Fruit 
Union 
will 
largely increase the shipm ents and facili­ 
tate sales. 
Two-thirds of the advantages 
are in favor of California, as compared with 
other countries. 
First, the distance is com­ 
paratively short, when you remember that 
a steamer from Spain is out trom fifteen to 
twenty days and refrigerator cars keep the 
fruit in healthy condition ; besides, the 
steamers generally carry much cargo likely 
to injure truit. 
The system of transmission 
will no doubt he still further improved. 
The consumption in the East is on the in­ 
crease. 
The production in California is 
also increasing. Their system of prepar­ 
ing. preserving, packing and skipping has 
notably improved. 
California fruit of every 
species compares favorably with foreign 
fruits, and California raisins are admit­ 
tedly better for summer use. 
Nothing 
brought near so high a price in 
our 
market 
this year as 
Riverside 
navel 
oranges at &r> to $6, against $4 for Mediter­ 
ranean boxes. 
The second point greatly in 
favor of California is, that no duty is paid 
on its products, whilst foreigners are sub­ 
ject to taxation. 
Foreign raisins, for in- 
s’anoe, pay a duty of two cents per pound. 
The outlook for California therefore, is 
bright and encouraging. 
There arc two 
points against Western fru it; 
but these 
cannot last long. One is, they have to 
compete with pauper labor of Spain, where, 
owing to a variety of causes, 1 gh', cheap 
food is alone necessary, and very little 
clothing. 
Another is that there is not a 
sufficient supply o f laborers in California. 
However, with the development o f the 
country, higher wages will be given, with 
the disappearance of the Chinese, while 
labor will be induced and encouraged to go 
West in an abundant quantity. 
The al­ 
monds, walnuts, etc.. that are now coming 
from France, wilt also be worsted by W’est- 
ern competition. 
I certainly entertain 
strong and well-founded opinions of Cali­ 
fornia's future in fruit-trading with the 
East.' — Chico Enterprise.

THE FISH ERY 
QUESTION. 


Recently, and at much length, we gave 
a complete history of the fishery7 treaties 
between our Government and that of the 
Dominion of Canada. 
The present dis­ 
pute is assuming daily more and more of 
importance, vessels on both sides have 
been seized, and the issues are now fully 
joined. 
It is therefore of profit to restate 
the case briefly. 
By the treatv of 1818 
American fishing vessels were adm itted to 
Canadian and certain British island waters 
beyond our east coast, for tlie purposes of 
shelter, to procure food, wood and water, 
to dry fish and nets, and for no other pur­ 
poses. 
By the treaty of 1874 these privi- 
liges were extended, and the convention 
was also broadened into a reciprocity 
treaty as to oil and fish passing free of 
duty. 
This latter treaty is now at an end 
by our notice of a desire to recede from it. 
We claim that this rehabilitates the old 
status under which we had a community 
right in Atlantic fishing waters, and that 
the treaty of ISIS was not in the natura 
of a concession, but was simply an expres­ 
sion of hospitality. 
That is to say, we 
claim that under the recognition of our 
independence by England in 1783, there 
was established a partition as to fishing 
waters, and that there sprang up the re­ 
ciprocal right of vessels of each country to 
enter the harbors of each country, for any 
and all commercial purposes. 
We there­ 
fore claim th at our fishermen have the 
right to outer British ports to buy bait 
for use on the bauks. 
The Canadians and 
English, on the other hand, declare that 
the treaty of 1818 was onlv suspended, and 
is in force, now that the treaty of 1874 has 
been vacated. 
T hat under the former 
treaty 
the 
purposes for which 
our 
fisnermen might enter British ports were 
specifically set forth, and that therefore 
for no other purposes can wc encroach 
upon the hospitality of our neighbors. We 
wish to enter the B ritish ports to buy bait, 
anil it is denied to us, and that is the 
whole question in a nutshell. The m atter 
must lie settled peaceably, of ootirsc ; by 
arbitration if need be, but at all events 
without appeal to arms. 
The New Eng­ 
land hot-heads who shout for revenge and 
reprisal and Mood are simply foolish, and 
will presently l>e laughed out of their 
tempestuous mood. 


MEAT FOOD. 


rite Sanitarian, a recognized authority, 
is very earnest in its advice to the people 
to be even more solicitous about the meats 
they eat in these cholera eras than at other 
times. There should be especial care taken 
to reject any meat in the slightest degree 
unsound. 
In vegetable food unsoundness 
is readily detected, but in animal food it 
is discovered only as the result of verv 
¡particular examination. 
W hen chosen 
there comes jn a second essential to which 
■equally as close attention is invited, and 
th a t is the cooking. 
I nder-done meats 
-arc more savory, anti by many people 
jjreatlv preferred, but they are less whole­ 
some than the well-done meats. Cooking 
destroys certain parasites, and generally 
■orrects any decay. 
The authority cited 
hdvises 
householders 
in marketing to 
keep 
in 
mind 
these 
rules: 
Good 
•n eat 
is neither of 
a 
pale 
pinkish 
color, nor of a deep purplish tint. 
It has 
little odor, and that not disagreeable, 
while that of unsound meat “ smells faint 
and cadaverous and sometimes has the odor 
of medicine, especially when it is fresh 
cut, and soaked for an hour or two in hot 
water.” 
Sound meat of a well-fed animal 
slaughtered in full health, has a marbled 
appearance, “ from the ilcjiosition of inter­ 
cellular fat. 
To the feeling it is firm and 
somewhat elastic, and does not moisten the 
fingere, and the internal fat—that which 
lines the rilis and covers the kidneys—is 
hard, suetv aud dry.” 
But diseased meat 
is inelastic, soft and watery, and the fat 
often looks like jelly or sodden parchment, 
and if kept a day or two water runs from 
it—quite a sure sign that it is bad. 
In 
cooking, we 
are 
informed, good meat 
shrinks but little, and loses but little of its 
weight, while bad meat shrinks up or boils 
to pieces, or “ breaks down.” The Sanitarian 
insists th at we should be exceedingly 
Watchful, with the threat of cholera at 
hand, over our meat supply, and use every 
precaution to prevent the possibility of its 
being sent to our tables.

“W ell, what will your land in M ichi­ 
gan be worth with these guarantees?” 
“Three times as much as you ask for this 
bit of hillside and bottom and table land 
here in Placer county.” 
“Ah, then, my 
land is too cheap by two-thirds, for these 
are the guarantees on top of my land, and 
¡ that cannot attach to yours. 
My friend, 
wc sell climate in California and throw in 
the land.”

It is certain that while no man 
can lie compelled to employ another, nor 
yet that one has the right to fix the wage 
another ‘shall pay him, that while it is 
true one can “ quit if lie don’t like what 
is offered,” yet, on the part of many em­ 
ployers the moral obligation to pay lair 
wages is not felt. 
It should be remem­ 
bered that not always can the employe 
“ quit and find another place.” He urged 
his hearers—mainly employers—to look 
well after the physical health of their sub­ 
ordinates, and see to it th at they have air, 
sunshine, recreation aud rest. 
There are 
employing rooms, he said, where the very 
atmosphere means death and early decay, 
and where the employers are careless 
about it. 
H e urged visitation of the em­ 
ployes a+ stated periods by emplovers, so 
far as practicable. 
H e insisted that they 
keep in view the economic law that there 
is not most gain in exacting the greatest 
output of human energy. 
Unnecessary 
fatigue incapacities and lessens ability and 
product of labor. 
He spoke warmly in 
favor of early closing of sales places, and of 
giving the indoor employe opportunity for 
library, reading-room and lecturc-hall vis­ 
itations. 
H e would have done all things 
to prevent the widening of the gap between 
employer and em ploye; the bridge of sym­ 
pathy between the two should be recon­ 
structed simultaneously at both ends. 
He 
would have the old-time cordiality and 
feeling of mutual dependence restored by a 
broader recognition by each of the moral 
and lawful rights of each. Ih other words, 
Dr. Talmage wishes both employer and 
employe to keep in mind that they are men 
equal before the law and before God, with 
great privileges and accompanying grave 
duties relating to each other. 


T h e r e is a boom of prosperity at San

goods not made by them is a cheat. 
But 
the other day 14,000 of these labels were 
stolen, and now a Chinese cigar dealer is 
found offering for sale two hundred boxes 
of cigars bearing blue labels of the stolen 
lot. 
W e are sorry, for Senator Hoar’s 
sake, that this is true. 
I’ained that this 
new element that is to do so much for our 
civilization should be smirched by theft, 
fraud and a cheat. There must be some­ 
thing wrong. 
A Chinese manufacturer 
certainly would not undertake to palm of! 
his goods as those made by his white 
neighbor. 
Senator 
H oar wants 
these 
Chinese competitors to have a chance— 
and they are having i t ; but we submit 
that this blue label stealing is a bit of 
competition that does not give the white 
man a chance; he cannot retaliate by 
stamping his goods with a Chinese trade­ 
mark. The shrewd Mongolian has none. 


A S a x F rancisco journal which has 
been 
dealing 
extensively in wood-cut 
butchery, purporting to lie engravings, an­ 


nounces that it will presently print a 
great number of the portraits of the hand­ 
some women of San Francisco. 
It dis­ 
creetly adds that the names will uot be 
given, but such accurate descriptions will 
be attached that the lady whose features 
are thus made public property, in a sense, 
will be easily recognized. 
This is bad 
enough, but worse is added, for it is an­ 
nounced that more pictures of handsome 
women are desired at that office, and that 
profound secrecy will be observed as to the 
sources from which the desired photo­ 
graphs are obtained, etc. 
This is a bid for 
larceny and indecency. 
Some husband, 
father or big brother, who finds the features 
of a member of his family unwillingly 
caricatured in that paper next week, will 
be justified by public opinion if he takes 
the ease into horsewhip Court. 
This busi­ 
ness of printing wood-cut portraits 
in 
newspapers, where the party has done 
nothing to make his or her name public 
property, has gone too far already, and it is 
time for the right of privacy to call a 
halt to the vulgar 1‘nui Prys of the press. 


T h e average use of the telephone is 
calculated to make its patrons “ red hot,” 
especially if they have not more of the 
virtues of patience and self-command than 
possessed by ordinary mortals. 
But now 
we hear ot a uew discovery, by which the 
usefulness of the telephone is greatly en­ 
hanced, by bringing it, instead of its 
patrons, to a red heat. 
Mr. Preeee and 
others have been experim enting with a 
telephone receiver, consisting of a very 
fine platinum wire, stretched, and having 
one end attached to 
the center of a 
tympanum, or drum head. 
W hen the 
current trom a microphone transm itting 
telephone was sent through the wire, the 
variations in the length of the wire, due 
to the passage of the varying current! 
caused the tympanum to give out sounds 
which reproduced 
the original sounds 
spoken into the transm itter. 
Mr. Ross, of 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
has experimented in this direction, and 
shows that by the use of a wire .004 inches 
in diam eter, and from five to seven inches 
in length, the sounds are very good, I 
especially when the current is strong j 
enough to bring the wire to dull red beat. 
Then the effect is reutarkablv fine. 
As 
yet the reason for this, or what exact rela­ 
tion the heating of the wire has to the re­ 
sult, is not known. 
Mr. Ross speculates 
that it is due to the increase of expansi­ 
bility produced in the wire. 


A b o ld Senator in lie Louisiana Legis­ 
lature introduced, and the Senate passed a 
resolution 
prohibiting the 
inqsirtation 
into the Senate Chamber of spirituous or 
malt drinks, wine or cider. 
And now the 
New Orleans States assures us that a large 
number of Louisiana legislators are mad 
from their topknots to their bootlegs, and 
are “ kicking” in a way never before sup­ 
posed possible. 
It declares that the very 
roof of the State House trembles with the 
vibrations of their wrath. 
This is satire, 
but behind it there is sober truth. 
Too 
many legislators who on the floor of their 
halls preach loyalty to the laws they 
make, connive at their disregard when 
their own comfort is involved. 
Here, for 
instance, in California, though it is ex­ 
pressly provided that liquors shall not lie 
sold in the Capitol, there is scarcely a ses­ 
sion of the legislature when an under­ 
ground refreshment stand has not been the 
medium for the violation of the law, by 
the connivance of .Senators and Assemblv- 


SUCCESS OF 
COLONIES. 


P e o p l e who have the leisure to revive 
the old fiction that Bacon wrote the 
Shakespearean dramas,should turn their 'at­ 
tention anil direct their energy to some 
useful pursuits. 
There has appeared a 
new pamphlet assailing 
the claim of 
Shakespeare to authorship by the attem pt 
to prove that the poet could scarcely write 
his own name. 
If anything is proveable 
from bad handwriting, especially from ob­ 
scure autographs, then the case is against 
the author of the pamphlet, for it is no­ 
torious that some of the best authors write 
their signatures with an abandon that 
makes the reading of a name by those 
to whom it is strange simply impossi­ 
ble. 
It would appear that the testimony 
of 
Lord 
¡Southampton, 
Shakespeare's 
patron, and of Ben Jonson “ who writ that 
only which he knew,” ought to settle all 
the issues w hether the plays of Shakes­ 
peare were written by Shakespeare. 


A c o r r e s p o n d e n t of the New Y'ork 
Herald has dragged from the musty history 
of the past the story of an early attempt 
to bribe Congressmen. In 1795, it appears, 
a man named Randall originated a scheme 
to have Congress grant him a very large 
tract of land, covering the present State of 
Michigan. 
To further liis scheme, he of­ 
fered stock to members of Congress. 
He 
was imprisoned by order of the House of 
Representatives, examined at the bar of 
the House, reprimanded by the Speaker, 
returned to jail, and later released, but 
with a threat that the Attorney-General 
might still proceed against him . 
This is a 
precedent probably few if any present 
members of Congress were aware of. 
In 
the early days our statesmen were very 
jealous of any imputation on their honesty, 
and they cannot lie too jealous of effiirts 
nowadays to debauch their integrity. 


I k A[iostle Lorenzo Snow and his fortv 
companions in infamy think to excite 
sympathy by their refusal to accept dis­ 
charge from prison on a promise to obey 
the law. they are 
woefully mistaken. 
When these grav-haired old lovers tell the 
world that they have married several 
wives and live in polygamy “for the glory 
of God,” the sensible world exclaims 
“rot,” and expresses the hope that the epi­ 
thet may apply to the prisoners in reality, 
liefore they are released from bondage 
without a pledge to be decent for the fu­ 
ture.

T h e New York Legislature passed the 
twelve-hour labor law for the street-rail­ 
way employes of New Y’ork City. The 
roads are chartered by the State, and the 
regulation ot them is defended on that 
ground.

Wise employers give employes 
plenty of rest—it is to the gaiu of the em­ 
ployer.

It is th e O ne T h in g N ecessary for C ali­ 
fornia. 
The following testimony of the success 
attending establishing of colonies, asexpe- 
perienee has shown in Southern Califor­ 
nia. is given by the Los Angeles Express, 
and is worthy the attention of our readers: 
The phenomenal growth of Southern 
California is largely due to the colony sys­ 
tem. Anaheim, W estminster, Santa Ana, 
Compton, Pasadena, Covina and many 
others in Los Angeles county, and River­ 
side, F.tiwanda, the Iowa Tract, San Ja ­ 
cinto, Elsinore, Redlands, Ontario. Hes­ 
peria, and many others in San Bernardino 
county, have demonstrated the practicabil­ 
ity and success of this system. 
Large land­ 
holders in Fresno county have adopted the 
same plan with good results. 
As at present practiced the most popular 
system consists of buying extensive tracts 
oí land, subdividing them , supplying them 
with water for irrigation and domestic pur­ 
poses, then place the same on the m arket 
in “ lots” of various sizes as desired. Some 
companies furnish water with the land, so 
many inches of water to so many acres, the 
rule of recently-inaugurated colonies being 
to furnish one inch of water to every ten 
acres of land, that am ount being deemed 
sufficient, with thorough cultivation of the 
soil, to irrigate the land for all purposes. 
The terms of payment are usually made 
easy7 as an inducement to purchasers of 
moderate means to buy the land and to im ­ 
prove it more rapidly. The most success­ 
ful colonies have been those composed of 
people in moderate circumstances, such os 
that of Anaheim, the parent colony of 
southern California, the plan and success ot 
which have been followed by many other 
similar enterprises. The greatest difficulty 
in the way of success seems to be the ques­ 
tion of support while waiting for develop­ 
ments. Fortunately there are numbers of 
non-resident purchasers who furnish work 
for resident colonists of moderate circum­ 
stances in improving their places and render­ 
ing them productive and desirable for resi­ 
dence before moving their families thereto. 
The difficulty experienced in obtaining 
sufficient employment while waiting for 
developments will, however, always deter 
numbers 
of experienced 
farmers 
and 
orchardists from becoming colonists, and it 
is a problem that should he solved. 
It is 
not to be expected that the desirable results 
obtained by the Anaheim colonists can be 
repeated in every instance. Excellent m an­ 
agement and wise leadership of the Ana­ 
heim enterprise enabled the purchasers of 
i tie land to remain in their respective 
houses and follow their occupations undis­ 
turbed until their places liad become suf­ 
ficiently productive to remove thereto and 
devote their entire attention to them . Fol­ 
lowing is a brief history of this pioneer 
colony enterprise: 
In ! '-’>7 fifty German mechanics, musi­ 
cians a: 1 laborers in Bun Francisco organ­ 
ized a colony association and bought a tract 
of land where the town of Anaheim now 
stands. 
They were thrifty, industrious 
people of moderate means, aud they fol­ 
lowed their various occupations in older to 
obtain the funds necessary to improve their 
land and secure water facilities, They ap­ 
pointed a civil engineer, a gentleman named 
Hansen (the well-known surveyor of this 
city) to superintend the enterprise. The 
tract contained 1,165 acres, and it was pur­ 
chased for a tew dollars per acre, hut the 
improvements involved heavy expendi­ 
tures. consisting of hundreds of miles of 
irrigating ditches, small and large, roads to 
be made, ami vines and trees to be planted 
and cared for until they arrived at maturity. 
In three years the preparatory work was 
completed, end the expenses had been de­ 
frayed from the hard earnings of the own­ 
ers of the lands. 
Then the land was di­ 
vided so as to give each owner twenty acres 
of land and a town lot. 
The owners then took possession, not of 
wild, unimproved land, hut productive and 
profitable little homes, and many of them 
are living there to this day, having in the 
meantime 
accumulated 
wealth, which 
would probably never have been attained 
had it not been for the adoption of this ad­ 
mirable system. 
Organization is indispensable to insure 
success in any undertaking, and surelv in 
none more than the proper development of 
an extensive area of land owned by a large 
number of people, and having necessarily 
greatly diversified interests. 
Individual effort cannot achieve the re­ 
sults attainable by systematic co-operation 
or organization, nor is the same interest 
manifested in the general welfare of a com­ 
m unity where only individual interests are 
concerned. A larire area of land and water- 
right purchased by a combination of set­ 
tlers can, with proper management, be 
rendered doubly valuable to all concerned 
—in other words, a paying investment on 
the 
money expended 
by 
the 
share­ 
holders, and 
an inducement to hun­ 
dreds 
of 
others 
to 
settle 
in 
the 
community who would otherwise never 
think 
of 
locating 
there. 
Moreover, 
the best interests of all the shareholders are 
uniformly subserved, and on the most eco­ 
nomical plan possible. Again, a central 
plan of action governs the whole colony 
instead of every settler thinking and acting 
for himself. I’eople coming from all parts 
of ihe world thus benefit from each other's 
ideas on an intelligent basis, the interchange 
of ideas becoming a leavened mass and 
molded into one united plun of action that 
ramifies throughout the colony as an ag­ 
gregate yet individual force. 
Thus the 
combined force of 
opinion and ideas 
acts in conjunction with or upon com­ 
bined or diversified resources, and all pro­ 
ducing the best results harmoniously. 
In 
conclusion, it is safe to assert that the 
colony system enhances the prices oflands 
more uniformly and free from fluctuations, 
the range of productions are more diversi­ 
fied and the value thereof much higher 
than if the growth and general interests of 
the community are left to the care of indi­ 
viduals, verifying in a word the old adage, 
'‘ What 
is everybody’s business is 
ir - 
body’s.”

No D ivorce A fter D eath. 
Cau a dead man be divorced by law ? 
This novel question has just been answered 
in the negative by the English Court of 
Appeal. A husband hail obtained a de­ 
cree nisi for divorce from his wife. 
Under 
the English law it is necessary for the ap­ 
plicant to wait six months and then move 
to have the nisi decree made absolute. The 
petitioner in Ibis case died before the end 
of that period and bis executor applied to 
have the decree made absolute. The pur­ 
pose of the applicant was to control the dis­ 
position of a large sum of money which 
had been willed to the wife of tlie deceased. 
If his widow, she was entitled to the mon­ 
ey : if not, it went to his heirs. 
W hether 
she was a widow or not was a question de­ 
pending on whether the divorce decree 
could 
be made absolute. 
The appeal 
Judges were unanimous in holdingthat the 
marriage bad been dissolved by death and 
therefore could not be annulled by law ; 
hence that the wife before the husband’s 
death became his widow after death. Lord 
Justice Bowen expressed the opinion that 
“ a m a n could no more be divorced after 
be was dead than be could be married or 
condemned to death. Marriage was a union 
for two lives; it could not be dissolved 
either by death or process of law. 
After it 
had been dissolved in one of those wavs 
you could not dissolve it again ; you could 
not untie a knot which had been already 
untied. No doubt an Act of Parliam ent 
might give a retrospective effect to a di 
voree, but the Act bad not done this. The 
decree nisi was not a dissolution of the 
marriage. 
If the husband died before the 
decree was made absolute he died as a hus­ 
band. and at law bis wife then became his 
widow.”—New York Herald. 


How W e H e a r .—Few persons, perhaps, 
are aware that they possess a pair of harps. 
They are called the organs of Corti, after 
ttieir discoverer, and are located in the ear. 
They are estimated to have 8.7U0 strings, 
being, ot course, microscopic, and varying 
in length from 1-500 to 1-200 of an inch, if 
you bold a properly tuned violin near a 
piano, when the E string is struck the E 
viulin string will vibrate and sound too ; so 
with all the rest.

been increased hy several additions since. 
The grounds are beautifully ornamented 
with shade trees and shrubbery. 
In 1858 a brick chapel and gateway were 
erected. The present Superintendent is 
having the same painted, and next week 
the bell that formerly did service on the 
Hook and LadderHou.se on Fourth street 
will be placed in the tower. The City 
Cemetery is one ol the most beautiful 
burial places in the State. The grounds 
are well kept, the bruad avenues clean and 
well sprinkled, and a dozen or more gard­ 
eners are constantly employed cutting the 
grass, training the flowers, pruning and 
caring for the trees, until it has become 
'.I.MOST A FLORA I. FOREST, 
Filled with marble monuments. A drive 
through the avenues discloses to view liiou- 
sands of graves, some marked with only a 
redwood board, others with beautiful m ar­ 
ble headstones, and again others with m as­ 
sive marble and granite monuments. Here 
within the same inclosure, only a few feet 
apart, occupying but six feet of Soil each, 
lie the millionaire and the pauper. Old 
and you g. rich and poor, friend and foe, 
here quietly rest in their last long sleep. 
Yet not to thine eternal resting-place 
shall thou retire alone—nor couM-t thou wish 
Couch inore magnificent. Thou shall lie down 
With patriarchs of the infant world—with kings, 
The powerful of the earth—the wise, the good.

CEMETERY. 
A drive of almost a mile due east along 
the Y-street levee, brought us to St. Jo- 
sephV cem etery. It is located on the cor­ 
ner of Y and Twenty-first streets, and con­ 
tains twenty acres. It was purchased in 
1864 by the congregation of St. Rose 
Church, and consecrated bv Most Rev. J. 
S. Alemanv, Archbishop of San Francisco, 
May 7. 1S65. 
From that (late to the 
present it has been used as a burial ground 
by the Catholic congregation. The city 
water has not been extended that far, but 
will he this season, anil then this cemeterv 
will look as well as does the city cemetery. 
The grounds are well kept, but owing to 
the fact that all the water used for irriga­ 
tion has to be pumped, vegetation does not 
ttirive so well. The grounds are under the 
excellent management of John Kerwin, 
sexton, and are models of neatness. They 
are well inclosed, laid out in wide avenues 
and driveways, and contain many hand­ 
some monuments. The entrance is from 
Twenty-first street. 
THE JEWISH CEMETERY. 
A drive of about two miles in a north­ 
easterly direction brought us to the Jewish 
Cemetery, which is located on the south 
side of J and east of Thirty-tirst stre t. ad­ 
joining Clark's Pottery. It is owned by 
the Hebrew Benevolent Association, anil 
was laid out. in 1850. The Society erected 
a chapel therein and inclosed the grounds 
with a massive brick wall in 1863. This 
cemetery is well kept and contains many 
handsome monuments, five of which were 
placed in position during the last month. 
This cemetery is under the charge of Nich­ 
olas Mohns. 


THE FIRST BURIAL PLACE. 
On the opposite side of J street, from the 
Jewish cemetery, lies New Helvetia ceme­ 
tery. This was formerly known as the 
Sutter Fort burying ground, and was the 
tirst place selected for the burial of the 
dead in 1840, and by many preferred to 
the City Cemetery, and used until April. 
1857, when J. W. Reeves purchased the 
land, and laid it out in tiers and private 
burial lots, with wide avenues and alleys. 
The grounds contain twenty acres, are in­ 
closed with a neat and substantial fence, 
and set out with handsome shade trees 
and shrubbery. The city water main was 
extended to this cemetery during Guten- 
berger s administration. 
Lust season the 
larger trees wore cut out. the smaller ones 
trimmed up and the cemetery thoroughly 
overhauled and cleaned up. 
Here are 
found some tine monuments and many 
ancient-looking tombstones marking the 
last resting place of pioneers who died in 
184Í* or the early 50’s. 
In one corner of the 
cemetery 


HEADBOARDS BLACK ENED WITH AGE 
Stand so thick together that they look like 
a stubble-field. 
The writing on the red­ 
wood boards has long since been obliter­ 
ated by the rains of succeeding winters. 
The sexton, in reply to a question regard­ 
ing tiie unknown dead, replied : “ Those 
are the victims of the cholera in 1851 and 
1852. 
These died of cholera about the 
same time, and those over yonder lost their 
lives on the Pearl and other steamers which 
blew up with such tatal results in the early 
days.” 
The northwestern corner of this cemetery 
is set apart for Chinese interm ents. The 
four companies in this city each have a 
lot, in size about 50x50. Two of them are 
bricked up, and inclosed with iron fences. 
The other two have plain hoard fences. 
In each lot is a small brick furnace, used 
for consuming the clothing and other 
property of the deceased, burning incense, 
etc. 


Seriou s C harges G row ing O ut or a W orn- 
a n ’s M isfortune. 
A w arrant was issued yesterday by Judge 
Henry, on the complaint of Miss Maggie J. 
lLli, accusing S. W. Austin, a resident of 
the Sandwich Islands, of perjury, in swear­ 
ing to an affidavit whereupon he procured 
a marriage license in the name of Hiram 
C. Avery; and also warrants for the arrest 
of Engene Avery, a newspaper reporter in 
San Francisco, and J. C. McGinniss, a grocer 
of this city, with subornation of perjury, 
in abetting Austin in his proceeding. 
It 
appears that Avery and Miss Hill were un­ 
duly intim ate under the promise ot m ar­ 
riage, it is alleged, in the year 1885, and a 
daughter was born, who is now 8 months 
old. 
Last October, at Miss H ill’s earnest 
solicitation, Avery consented to m arry her, 
but tor family reasons did not want the 
fact made known. 
H e and his college 
chum, Austin, arranged a plan that seemed 
likely to fit the occasion, and the latter, 
accompanied hy McGinniss, went toCounty 
Clerk Ham ilton aud procured a marriage 
license, Austin representing that his name 
was H iram C. Averv. 
The license was 
made out in that name, Austin having 
sworn to it, and McGinniss appending his 
signature as a witness. 
The wedding was 
to have taken place that night, but previous 
to it Miss Hill or her sister discovered that 
the license did not give Avery’s name cor­ 
rectly. 
The fact was reported to Rev. Mr. 
Merrill, who was to have performed the 
ceremony, and lie immediately refused to 
proceed lurtber. Subsequently the parties 
went to Woodland, a license w'a3 procured, 
but Miss H ill’s sister refused at the last 
m inute to he a witness, expressing her be­ 
lief that all was not right, though it seems 
she was mistaken, and the marriage again 
fell through, Miss Hill declining to go on 
with it. 
It is said that afterwards they 
were on the point of being married, 
but 
something 
happened 
to 
inter­ 
fere, 
and 
after 
that 
Avery 
pos­ 
itively refused to do anything further. 
A few weeks ago Miss Hill applied to Dis­ 
trict Attorney Buckley fo ra w arrant tor 
Austin's arrest on a charge of perjury, but 
admitted to the official that her expectation 
was that if she had Austin arrested. Averv 
to save his friend, would be willing to 
marry her. 
Mr. Buckley was in doubt 
whether under (he circumstances connected 
with the procuring of the license and its 
not having been used, the charge of per­ 
jury would hold ; and he did not feel that 
he would be justified in having a man ar­ 
rested for a felony merely as a measure to 
aid 
in 
compelling 
another party 
to 
do something. 
H e 
took 
the 
matter 
under 
consideration, 
and 
meanwhile 
wrote to Miss H ill’s brother concerning 
the matter, but the latter declined to have 
anything to do with it. 
Miss Hill had 
simultaneously consulted City Attorney 
H art, who thought the charge of perjury 
could be substantiated if the facts were as 
alleged. The niatter rested until yesterday, 
when Miss Hill, fearing that Austin would 
leave for the Sandwich Islands during the 
vacation at the I niversity, became very 
anxious to have the warrants issued. She 
went to the Court-house, and had a rather 
sharp interview with the District Attorney, 
and on her telling Mr. Buckley that the 
City Attorney was willing to proceed if he 
coincided, he stated that he had no objec­ 
tion. She and her sister hurried to the 
I’olice Court, where, after adjournment, the 
complaints were made out by Mr. H art 
and the warrants issued. Steps were taken 
to have them served immediately. 
In the afternoon McGinniss was arrested 
by officer Iiider, and gave bond. 
Avery 
was arrested in San Francisco on a dispatch 
from Sacramento, bat w hether Austin has 
been taken into custody is not known.

cut flowers being prepared to stand long 
shipment, a representative of the IIecobd- 
U.niox, upon making inquiry, was informed 
that most of them were

to Nevada and Utah. 
Upon surprise 
expressed that orders for flowers should be 
received from such distance. Mr. Dillman, 
Superintendent of the establishment, ex­ 
hibited his order-book, which contained 
numerous large orders for flowers for Dec­ 
oration Day from most of the leading 
points in the State of Nevada, many from 
Utah, some from Montana, and others 
from points as far east even as Denver, 
Col. When it is considered that the other 
florists of this city have no doubt also ex­ 
tensive orders to supply these transmontane 
demands for floral wealth, we ought to be

OPEN LETTER 
AND REPLY. 


C o r re sp o n d e n c e B e tw e e n tlio F ru it A sso ­ 
c ia tio n a n d F r u it F u io u . 
T he follow ing letters, published in the 
Rural Trees, aro self explanatory : 
Editors Tress : I desire to ask A. T. H atch, 
President of the California l'ru it Cnion, 
the follow ing q u estions: 
In your contract w ith P orter Bros. Co.. 
entered into on the 12th of M arch, 15*0. 
you agree to pay to it a com m ission o f ten 
per cent, upon the gross receipts derived 
from the sale of all fruit consigned to it as 
the agent of th e U nion. 
Y our Hoard ot 
Directors, on the lfith day of Kebrm v 
1SK0, passed the following resolution, :•■ 
w it: 
"A ll shippers through th e California 
F ru it U nion shall pay to the U nion five per 
cent, on th e sale s value of their fruit 
shipped: anil in case said shippers wish 
also to avail them selves of the selling facil­ 
ities of th e Union, they shall pay an addi­ 
tional five per cent, com m ission on such 
sales." 
In this resolution you have levied a com ­ 
mission of five per crnf. upon all shipm ents 
m ade through the U nion, it m attering not 
to w hom they m ay be consigned ; and also 
a com m ission for selling, if sold by the 
agent of th e Union. 
From the above statem ent of facts, it will 
be seen that you have levied a i om ndssion 
of 5 per per cent, for shipping, and have 
also contracted to pay a com m ission of 10 
per cent, for selling, w hich, in the aggre­ 
gate, m akes a com m ission of 15 p ercen t., 
unless your Board o f Trustees should as­ 
sum e that the com m ission of 5 per cent., 
levied by the resolution of F ebruary 15, 
158(1, belonged to the corporation ; then the 
com m ission w ould am ount to 20 per cent.;

Tin 8.1U Luis Obispo Tribune, w riting 
upon this subject, says th at K. \V. Steele 
has recently begun a system o f testing the 
value o f various breeds of m ilch cows at 
his dairy on the Corral de Piedra. 
To 
ascertain the percentage of cream given by 
the m ilk of each cow he has a series of 
glass vessels, about tw elve inches in depth, 
w ith a graduated scale cut on the side 
from 0 to toy. These being filled w ith 
m ilk and allowed to stand until the cream 
has risen, readily show the percentage. 
These have show n that the m ilk from full- 
blooded Jersey cows yields from 16 to 23 
per cent.; th at from the H olstein- from 10 
io 14 per cent., and from choice dairy stock 
bred on the farm from 12 to 15 per cent. 
T he Hoisteins. though poorest in cream , 
yield the most m ilk. 
T he im ported A nna 
D nytra yields from 60 to 70 pounds daily, 
but this is not regarded as a test of her 
capabilities, being her first year in the 
country and n ot considered fairly acclim a­ 
ted. 
In Mr. Steele’s dairy are som e cows 
raised on th e ranch w hich are descended 
through careful breeding from choice stock 
having D urham blood that uive m ore m ilk 
than the Jerseys and richer in cream than 
th a t from t lie pure H olstein. 
W ith th e 
lust vsrie ¡i - he. will continue his com par­ 
ative test-. dem onstrating in a thorough 
am i practical way the real value of each, 
am rriN o c u rra n ts east. 
Ti.ere i- no reason why it will not pay 
to slop currants Mast. 
It has been con­ 
clusively show n that they stand the trip 
m uch better th an cherries and other varie­ 
ties of fruit. 
By putting the fruit up in 
one pound boxes they are easily handled, 
and ¡here is no danger of it rolling. 
Last 
year Jes-:c Silva, of this valley, sent Fast 
1,500 pounds of currants a sa n experim ent. 
The fruit arrived in prim e condition and 
realized 15 cents per pound, and wo believe 
a carload landed in New Y ork at the right 
tim e w aid bring easily 25 cents a pound.

A CHERRY 
ORCHARD. 


Two H undred an d F ifty D ollars Incom e 
F ro m O ne C herry T ree. 
[Placer County Republican.) 
The m ost celebrated and probably the 
finest cherry orchard in Placer county is 
Robert H ector's, ju st below R attlesnake 
Bar. on the A m erican river. 
It is one of 
the oldest in this p art of the State, the 
first 150 trees having been planted in 1852, 
and the location was most fortunately se­ 
lected. 
T he altitude of the ranch is about 
150 feet lower th an Newcastle, which is 
0/0 feet above the sea. 
T he cherry orchard 
is situated right on the bank of the river, 
and the soil is a pure sand loam , in som e 
places over 00 feet deep, as proved bv an 
old shaft once dug near th e ‘centerof" the 
orchard. 
Not all of the first 150 trees th at 
w<*re planted lived, but other trees were 
added from year to year, until there are 
now 350, all in full bearing except 50. Fol­ 
lowing are the varieties in Mr. H ector's 
. i reliare!: < >x-heart. Black Spanish, Black 
T arlarm n, Black Eagle, K night's Early 
It:* !.. W order's 
E arly 
Black, 
Purple 
i •utatie. 
Koval 
A nn, V irginia Purple, 
W hite H eart. A m erican Anther, M orilla, 
May Duke and Black Oregon. 
T he liist to 
ripen are W order's E arly Black, the Vir- 
vin:a Early Purple is second in older, the 
Black T artarian and P urple G uiene com e 
third, the B lack Spanish, A m erican A m ­ 
ber and May Duke ripen next, the Ox-heart 
and W hite H eart are fifth, the Black Eagle 
and K night’s are sixth, w hile the M oriila 
ripens last of all and is little used except 
for canning. 
W ith the varieties nam ed 
above one can iiave cherries constantly 
ripe for a period of from six to seven weeks. 
Mr. H ector alw ays has cherries ready for 
m arket by the 10th of May, and in som e 
seasons as early as May 1st, and they last 
well into the m iddle of June. 
T his year 
the first ones were shipped on May 3d. 
Of 
all the varieties m entioned lie considers the 
Ox-lieart the best. 
It is a delicious fruit, 
w hile it and the Oregon and Royal A nn 
are oy all odds th e best shippers, though 
the R oyal A nn is not a prolific bearer. 
In 
color the Black Eagle is the darkest o f all, 
and is exceedingly sweet. 
T he Black T ar­ 
tarian and the O x-heart trees produce the 
most fruit. For these reasons the O x-heart 
is thought to be superior to any other kind, 
although Mr. H ector says that all through 
the country there are m any trees growing 
under the nam e of O x-heart that are not 
th e genuine thing. 
T he king tree of Mr. H ector’s orchard is 
a Black T artarian which was planted in 
1852 or 1853. and is one of tlie handsom est 
ot its kind. 
It m easures eight feet in cir­ 
cumference. is about fifty feet high, and the 
lim bs spread over a circle forty-five l’eet in 
diam eter. 
It is perfectly sym m etrical in 
form, and as a producer will be hard to 
beat. 
F reni this one tree this year Mr. 
H ector has realized over $250. and its fruit 
has not all been picked. 
H e says th at the 
tree this year will have produced nearly, if 
not quite, 200 boxes of cherries. 
W hat is alm ost as rem arkable, neither 
this tree, nor any others in the orchard, 
have ever failed a single season since they 
cam e into bearing, and the orchard, w hich 
covers less than live acres of ground, has 
yielded its ow ner an average annual profit 
of about $2,000. 
It has never been afflicted 
with pests or insects, although this year 
the trees are being w hitew ashed as a pre­ 
cautionary m easure. 
T he ground is kept 
well cultivated, and is usually irrigated 
twice each season after the crop is taken 
off. 
Som etim es, however, if there is a 
probability o f rain w hile the fruit is ripen­ 
ing. the ground is well irrigated in order 
to force th e fruit ahead and prevent it from 
bursting, as it would do if left to the rain. 
A round the orchard is a row of m ulberry 
trees that have been planted to entice the 
birds away from the cherries, and this 
schem e lias been found to be very success­ 
ful. 
Tlie only trouble w ith the orchard is 
th at th e trees, w hich are very large, have 
been planted too close together, and every 
year som e of them have to he cut out. Mr, 
H ector says th at in soil sim ilar to his a 
distance of not less than eighty feet apart 
should be th e rule, and that forty feet is 
close enough in any soil. 
In the m atter 
o f pruning, the trees are shaped during the 
second and th ird year after being planted 
in orchard, and are then left to them selves 
w ithout any pruning w hatever. 
T he high prices th at are alw ays paid for 
cherries show the estim ation in w hich they 
are held. T hey were quoted last week in 
the East a t 30 cents a pound, and in San 
Francisco at front 75 cents to $1 25 a box. 
Foothill cherries lake the lead in Califor­ 
nia, and have been selling a t from $1 25 
and $1 50 to $3 a box of tell pounds. T he 
very earliest ones bring extrem ely fancy 
prices w hen shipped East. 
Mr. H ector has a fine ranch of 520 acres. 
H e has 200 plum trees, 600 pear trees of all 
kinds, and nearly 4,000 peach trees. 
H e 
keeps considerable stock, and raises a large 
am ount of alfalfa, but cherry culture is his 
forte, and he has carried it on w ith the 
greatest success. 


HOUSEHOLD 
HINTS. 


Cayenne pepper blow n into cracks where 
ants congregate will drive them aw ay. The 
sam e rem edy is also good for the mice. 
Everyone should keep a bottle ready of 
equal parts strong lim e and w ater and 
sweet oil well shaken together, to use on 
burns and scalds or chapped hands. 
Dried herring m ake an excellent relish, 
Split, skin and bone, cover w ith cream , 
and heat through in the oven. 
Place each 
one on a strip of buttered toast, thicken the 
cream w i'h Hour, season well, pour it over 
the fish, and give each a dash of lem on and 
send it to th e table hot. 
To keep glass from breaking, place your 
tum blers, chim neys or vessels which" you 
desire to keep from cracking in a pot filled 
w ith cold w ater and a little cooking salt, 
allow the m ixture to boil well over a tire, 
and then cool slow ly. Glass cooled in this 
way is said not to crack, even if exposed to 
very sudden changes of tem perature. 
Easy way of breaking glass to any re­ 
quired figure: 
M ake a sm all notch by 
m eans of a tile on the edge of a piece of 
a glass. 
Then heat the end of a piece of 
iron the sam e size red hot. 
A pply the hot 
iron to the notch an d draw it slow ly along 
th e surface of the glass in any direction 
you please. 
A crack will follow the d i­ 
rection it takes. 
An exchange gives the following very 
sim ple way of avoiding the disagreeab' 
sm oke an d gas w hich alw ays pours into 
the room when a fire is lighted in a stove, 
heater or fire-place on a dam p day. 
Put 
in the wood and coal as usual, hut before 
lighting them , ignite a handful of paper or 
shavings placed on top of th e coal. 
This 
produces a current of hot air in the chim ­ 
ney, w hich draw s up the sm oke and gas 
at once. 


a delicious orange pudding is m ade of 
the yelks of three eggs, one tablespoonful 
of cornstarch, one cup of sugar, one pint of 
sw eet m ilk. 
W hile this custard is boiling 
peel and slice five oranges and p u t the 
slices into a pudding dish, w ith sugar 
sprinkled over each lay e r; w hen the cus 
tard is done, and w hile hot, pour it over 
th e oranges. 
M ake a m eringue of the 
w hites of the eggs and two tablespoons 
even, not heaping, full of sugar. 
All that is necessary to keep floweis 
fresh is to keep them m oist and cool, 
in ­ 
stead o f dipping flowers in water, they 
should sim ply be wrapped up in a wet 
newspaper, w hich will keep 
them far 
fresher over uiglit. 
A wet towel or napkin 
is too heavy, and will crush the blossoms 
too m u ch ; besides, it will allow the m oist­ 
ure to evaporate too easily. 
Rosebuds 
packed in wet paper will travel long dis­ 
tances and come out as fresh as if ju st off 
the bush. 
A protective wrapper to prevent silver 
plate from tarnishing is m ade in this wise : 
"Caustic soda is dissolved iu w ater until 
the hydrom eter—a very sim ple instrum ent 
shows 20° B eaum e. 
To this m ixture is 
added oxide of zinc until the aruonut 
reaches about tw o-thirds the quantity of 
caustic soda, and the m ixture is boiled 
until perfect solution is effected. 
W ater is 
then added gradually to reduce the solution 
to 10° Beaum e. Into this solution sum m er 
calico, m uslin or paper isdipi>ed, and wh i n 
dry it is ready for use.” 


HEALTH GLEANINGS. 


Pulverized roasted coffee is stated by Dr. 
Opplcr, o f Strasburg, to be a superior ’aii¡¡- 
soptic for surgical dressings. 
Dr. Yigourous recom m ends a glass o f hot 
lem onade, every half h o u r or less as indi­ 
cated. in diarrhea. 
It certainly is pleasant, 
and stated to be effectual. 
Cold batlis are dangerous to the old or 
feeble. 
W arm baths are relaxing, and 
should not be taken in the m orning. 
The 
m orning is the best tim e for a cold bath, 
th e evening for a w arm one. 
Galvanized w ater-tanks are forbidden to 
be used on board French m en-of-w ar. It 
has been show n th at w ater passed through 
200 yards o f galvanized iron pipe took up 
4.29 grains of zinc carbonate per gallon. 
An association of pharm acists in Paris 
lias been discussing the old question o f the 
influence of plants in bedroom s upon the 
health. T he conclusion reached is th at 
plants are beneficial, especially to con­ 
sum ptives.

The 
first ten days bring increasing cough and 
irritation, then these cease and the patient 
im proves rapidly. 
A race of hairless A m ericans is th reat­ 
ened. 
It has been estim ated that already 
one-lialt the adult m en of A m erican birth 
living in our cities are bald, and baldness 
is extrem ely liable to be propagated in the 
m ale line, and to appear a little earlier in 
each successive generation.

T he Italian G overnm ent has 
approved his m ethod, and he is now en­ 
deavoring to ascertain w hether or not 
diphtheria m ay be cured by inoculation. 
M any m edical m en recom m end runt and 
m ilk in coses of debility, loss o f blood, con­ 
sum ption, etc. 
A very celebrated doctor 
i says that " the old and w ell-approved com ­ 
bination of rum and m ilk should be taken 
in the dose of two teaspoonfuls of rum to 
half a p int of h ot m ilk, and that it is then 
the m ost pow erful restorative and prom oter 
of aliinentatiou that is know n.” 
M. Bellini, o f Florence, advocates the 
use of iodide of starch as an antidote for 
poisons in general, and, as it has no dis­ 
agreeable taste and is tree from the irrita­ 
ting properties of iodine, it can be ad m in ­ 
istered in large doses : also, w ithout fear in 
all cases where the poison is unknow n. It 
will be found very efficacious in poisoning 
bv sulphuretted hydrogen gas, the alka 
1 oid^ and alkaline sulphides, am ruonia, 
and especially by alkalies, w ith which 
iodine form s insoluble com pounds ■ and it 
aids in the elim ination of salts of lead and 
m ercury. 
In case of acute poisoning an 
em etic is to be given before tiie antidote is 
adm inistered. 


M o th e r S b tjito n . 
The nam e ot M other Shipton m ay raise a 
sm ile on m ost faces, b u t the predictions 
w hich go by lier nam e have ere now caused 
w onder and fear in m any m inds. 
Indeed, 
it thcv w ere genuine, they wi re very curi­ 
ous. But as lapse of tim e has disproved the 
last and most daring of them , the previon - 
and accom plished ones are pu t aside a- 
trivial. 
Yet there is no reason to d o u b tth e 
date assigned to them , viz., 1641.

Bacon lived two centuries earlier than 
M other Shipton. 
H is 
discoveries

speculations foreshadow ed m any of the 
great scientific 
applications

It m ay 
have been that the great friar’s prophecies 
were current in the days of M other Sbipton, 
and th at she, or some one in her name, pm 
them into the doggerel verse in w hich form 
they have come down to us. 
M other Shipton’s prophecies may he dis- 
misseil with a few r, a.irks. 
They are said 
to have been " di- nvcrod in tlie British 
M useum w ritten in an old m anuscript 
work, A. I). 1148; iv-puidishcd 1641, 1873, 
and again in 1877. 
T his w onderful wom an 
lived till she was of an extraordinarv age. 
Born at K mi resin,rough ; died at Clifton rin 
Y ork-hire, buried at Y ork.” 
If genuine, 
her prophecies wore really very rem arka­ 
ble. 
T hey begin thus : 
"Carriages without horses shall go, 
And accidents till th e w orld w ith woe* 
Prim rose lii.l In Inn.ton sludl la-. 
And in its c en ter a itisliop’s See. 
A round the world thoughts shall fly 
In the twinkling of an eye." 
T here is no need to transcribe the whole 
set o f couplets. 
In them are distinct allu­ 
sions to steam , to tunnels, diving-bells, 
balloons, th e French revolution, the m ar­ 
riage o f the Queen to Prince A lbert of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, iron ships, gold dig­ 
gings. adm issions of Jew s into Parliam ent, 
th e exhibition o f 1851, th e Crim ean war, 
the Education Act. 
F inally is the predic­ 
tion— 
•• Tlie w orld th en to au en d shall com e 
In E ighteen H undred a n d Eighty-one.” 
T he editor of the little book from w hich 
these lines are copied rem arks: " T his last 
prophecy we hope w ill not come true, as no 
doubt it would go very hard with som^ of 
us !” 
How. then, did lie suppose "it would 
go w ith ” him when th e end of his life ar­ 
rived?— The Quiver fo r June.

self ai d bis fcllow-men, and the broadest 
pleasure and meat complete human hap­ 
piness.

That lie may not engage in here, and no 
sort of tickling of the belly of earth that he 
may not profitably employ in these sections. 
Assuming that he conies to see nur won­ 
ders and to feast his soul tijion the glories

perb valleys, the magnificence of our 
forests, and the awful grandeurs of our 
glacial and waterworn gorges, or the de­ 
lights -and promises of our health-giving 
springs and healing waters. But the tourist 
must not expect to find all the Comforts, 
elegances or conveniences that meet him 
at the resorts of the older States, where 
age, lavish outlay of money, and assured 
patronage have made the pleasure spots of 
the Atlantic coast so attractive. We offer

Mountain and plain, sea coast and spring, 
where the art of man has hut little en­ 
croached upon the wild free charms of vir­ 
gin nature. In indicating the routes 
to the natural wonders of California, and 
sketching the attractions at the chief of 
these, we liavr drawn not only upon our 
knowledge of the location, and the expe­ 
rience of a quarter of a century in the State, 
but upon all availaole reliable sources oi 
information, and upon none so inncb as 
the admirable and thoroughly reliable 
liand-book, edited by the graceful and ac­ 
complished writer.

Y09 EMITE. 
The Yosemitc Valley, the snpremest of 
our natural wonders and unquestionably 
tiie grandest of all continental scenery, is 
reached by rail and stage. By the first 
from either end of the State over the South­ 
ern Pacific lines to Madera, thence by a 
brunch line twenty-two miles, from which 
terminus a short stage route leads to 
Clark's, and thence into the valley, the en­ 
tire trip taking hut a little over twenty-four 
hours from either Sacramento or San 
Francisco. The staging is only about 
thirty-six miles in all, and is over one of 
the loveliest mountain routes possible to 
imagine. It will he a choice to enter by 
way of Inspiration Point, and thus reach 
the floor of the valley in coach, or to go 
from Clark's along the' highest ridge of the 
Sierras to Glacier Point, where is obtain­ 
able unquestionably the rarest view of the 
wonderful panorama of waterfall, gorge, 
valley and snow-capped mountain bights : 
thence descending into the valley by trail. 
In the estimation of many ttiis latter is the 
preferable route, since it’ obviates the ne­ 
cessity of climbing the trail to Glacier 
Point at a later date in the visit, for one 
must view the valley from this unequaled 
vantage point. In our visit we preferred 
the ascent and the descent, each disclosing 
to us new wonders. But both tastes may 
be accommodated by coming into the valley 
by one route and going out hv the other. 
There are other methods of reaching 
the valley. One is to leave the rail at Mer­ 
ced and stage it via the historic old mining 
town, Mariposa, to Clark's, seventy-eight 
miles. Another is to depart from the city 
of Stockton by rail to Milton, thirty miles, 
thence stage it over a picturesque and in­ 
teresting route to the valley, eighty-eight 
miles, passing en route one of the famous 
groves of big trees. A slight variation of 
this route takes the tourist hv stage 
through still another of the groups of 
mammoth trees, concerning the size of 
whieh it has been found impossible to con­ 
vince the Eastern visitor save by ocuiar 
demonstration. Of these we shall speak 
later. As routes of travel are now ar­ 
ranged it is not a long, a tedious or an ex­ 
pensive 
TRIP TO YOSKMITE. 
We have yet to meet one who has made it 
and regretted cither the outlay or the nec­ 
essary fatigue. 
It has grown into an 
aphorism that words cannot depict the 
glories of Yosemitc, and so many have con­ 
fessed their ignotniuous failure in the effort 
to do it, that the bare recital of this fact 
will suffice to sufficiently awaken the 
fancy of the .stranger, and excite his 
wildest 
curiosity. 
It may, however, 
be said that it is the one hit of 
scenery on tin? footstool of the Creator con­ 
cerning which no expectation whatever 
will suffer disappoint!» nt. The valley is 
-a narrow gorge deep between almost per­ 
pendicular walls of rock, and shaped some­ 
what like the leLt.r is, and is Hbout six 
miles in length. It is lea.; than a mile in 
width. Tilt floor of the valley is about 
4.000 feet above the level of the sea. This 
floor is well wooded, is bisected longitudi­ 
nally by the Merced river, Cowing here in 
crystal parity and is provided with fine 
roads and good trails. These latter wind 
up and about tke walls of the valley to the 
various points of superior view . Tiie roads 
and trails are owned by the Shite, and the 
carriers thereon, as well as tic places of 
entertainment acd supply in the valley, 
are regulated in their cha' tea ard the ac­ 
commodations afforded by a Csiaimission. 
ot the State, and thus imposition .upon tl¡ 
traveler is well nigh impossible. Whe

.Kreater comfurt of 
visitors ami the best accommodations .pos­ 
sible m so «m ote a place, where the ori­ 
sons of production are exceedingly hrk-f 
and the carrying in of supplies IaborimU 
and necessarily at heavy cost. It is not ti>. 
purpose lo dwell upon the stupendous ver 
tioal lift of the walls of Uie vallev, the 
awful depths oi the gorges, (hv marvel’s of 
its waterfalls or the glories vid expanse 
Oi views from 
ITS J.OPTY rOINTS 
«>f observation; nor yet of tea superb 
mountains, that lift their snow-e.row ned 
peaks about it, as if to guard the sacred 
spot from profanation. 
All these would 
r 'úsame more of space than we can afford 
itt an article intended onlv to give the vis­ 
itor some idea of how to reach the vaUev 
and ensoy himself therein, and to assure . 


profane to attempt to speak of it 
as it deserves; it cannot be done!” 
Said the Duke of Sutherland: “ I have 
traveled much, und have seen most of tLt 
natural wonders of earth. 1 have seen 
none that either equal or approach near to 
this.” In visiting Yosemitc one of course 
takes in, either coming or going, the Mari­ 
posa grove of big trees. They are distant 
but a few miles from Clark’s Station, on 
the Yosemite road, and from which there 
is a good line of stages, carrying at mod­ 
erate fares. Whoever visits either the vat- 
ley or the groves should carry warm wraps, 
for morning and evening wear, as early 
morn and early eve are cold, while noon­ 
day is generally warm. The dews fall 
heavily, and warm underclothing is neces­ 
sary. Completely enveloping linen dusters, 
for both ladies and gentlemen, are desir­ 
able, ami heavy shoes—calfskin—and some 
coarse clothing, for the trail-riding and the 
foraging expeditious, are essential. One 
can “ do " 
YOSEMITE IN A DAY, 
But most unsatisfactorily. If no more time 
than that can he given we would advise the 
intending visitor to refrain from undertak­ 
ing the trip at all. It is little short of an 
insult to nature to attempt to comprehend 
her beauty in this spot by a rush through 
parts of the valley in a single day. At the 
least three days are needed to visit the 
summit of the walls, the foot of the Yo- 
semite triple fall, the most beautiful of all. 
the Nevada falls, Vernal fall. Mirror lake. 
Bridal Veil fall and the half dome, and we 
are in doubt whether any hut the most ro­ 
bust could do tiius much of sight-seeing in 
so short a period and he fit for the return 
trip. One needs a week to take in Cloud's 
Rest, F.agle Point, the brow of El Capital! 
and to catch a glimpse i f the distant lllo- 
ueltc fall. But, after ull. the views from 
Glacier and Inspiration Points, the ride to 
Nevada fall, the after dinner jaunt to the 
Bridal Veil fall, the ride uboul the floor of 
the valley, the visit to the foot of Yosemite 
triple fall—easily made on foot in an hour 
from either of the three hotels in the val­ 
ley—restful ease in the evening in the re­ 
freshing cool of the enchanted spot, some 
fern and moss gathering, some casting of 
the fly for the wary fish of the Merced, 
some botanizing, an aute-breakfnst ride to 
Mirror lake, a glance at the Royal Arches 
ami the North Dome from the floor of the 
valley, will give one a comprehensive and 
satisfying idea of the wonders of the 
charmed sjiot where God has builded His 
chiefcst temple, and this may all lie done 
without fatigue in three days’ time—but it 
should be spread over a week of days. 
11IO TREES. 
One of the important curiosities to the 
stranger in California is tiie prove of big 
trees—properly the groves. There are eight 
main and several lesser ones. The stories 
concerning them are at the East generally 
accepted as greatly exaggerated. In trutli. 
they are not. The groves lie betwten lati­ 
tudes 36° am i3S° 13' mainly. From north 
to south, the ¡¿roves are the'Calaveras, Tu­ 
olumne, Stanislaus. Crane Flat, Mariposa, 
Kings and Kaweah Rivers, North Fork 
Title River, and South Fork Tule River. 
Those mostly visited are the Calaveras, the 
Mariposa and the Tuolumne. The Cala­ 
veras and Mariposa arc best visited because 
there are accommodations provided for 
tourists at one and near the other, and the 
groves are the largest of all. The Mariposa 
and Calaveras groves are typical of all. 
There are two divisions of the Mariposa— 
the upper and lower. The elevation is 
about *J,500 feet above sea level. The 
groves are under the control of the Com­ 
missioners of the Yosemite Volley, and are 
most easily accessible from Clark's Station, 
on the Yosemite route, via the Southern 
Pacific rails. Or if one enters Yosemite 
valley from other directions, he can most 
easily reach the grove by stage route 
to Clark’s, and thence to tiie trees. 
While the Sequoiaa giganeta are by all odds 
the largest trees in the world, there are 
some gigantic monarchs of the forest in 
the coast mountains of San Francisco of 
the red w ood variety—Seq uoia si in pervirers— 
and of which we shall speak later on. In 
the Calaveras grove there is found an ad­ 
mirable retreat from the turmoil of the 
world. All the surroundings invite to re­ 
pose. The accommodations for guests are 
good, and the place is much frequented by 
pleasure-seekers. There are here ten trees 
that are M0 feet in diameter, and seventy 
between 15 and M0 feet. The trees are from 
140 to 450 feet m liight. In the hollow of 
one nineteen horseman may ride their 
steeds. Through one for two hundred feet 
one may easily ride his horse, as the tree is 
prone on the ground. The loftiest trees were 
those of which only remnants are to he 
seen, as they have been prostrated, 
and portions 
of 
them 
destroyed, 
hut 
trees 
exceeding 
M20 
"feet 
in 
bight 
are 
standing. 
Over 
the stump of one of the trees a pavilion 
has been erected, und on the floor thirty- 
two dancers can be accommodated. The 
route to the Calaveras grove is via rail from 
San Francisco or Sacramento to Stockton; 
thence by rail to Milton, 2H miles; thence 
by sta^e to the Grove, 44 miles. 
Or 
by rail to Lodi, thence by narrow- 
gauge and hv stage to the Grovel These are 
delightful rides in the vicinity, unapproach­ 
able fine air, beautiful scenery, and banting 
and fishing in great variety. 
In the Mariposa upper grove are 365 
trees of Sequoia gigantea variety, ill tin area 
of 3,700 by 2,300 feet,-that are one foot in 
diameter or over, thus showing the trees 
to be reproductive still. The tallest stand­ 
ing tree in the Mariposa groves is 268 feet, 
diamater 33 feet. 
MOUNTAIN LAKES. 
Chief among the attractive and health- 
giving resorts of California are her moun­ 
tain lakes, and chief among these is Tahoe, 
formerly known as I¿ike Bigler. Leave 
the Central Pacific Railroad at Truekee, 
anil comfortable stages will be found iii 
readiness to convey passengers, for a small 
fee, over the twelve miles of delightful 
roadway, romantic at every turn, to this 
splendid sheet of water, set like a pearl in 
the mountain bights, and in whose almost 
fathomless waters are to be found fishes of 
rarest beauty and finest food quality. The 
lake is of unparalleled purity and crystal­ 
line beauty. Its surroundings are of 
the most charming scenic character. It lies 
in the bosom of the Sierras at an altitude 
of 6.216 feet. It is twenty-five miles in 
length and from twelve to fourteen miles 
in width. At the lake, the days in the 
tourist season, are warm and balmy, the 
nights uniformly cool and invigorating. 
So varied and delightful is the scenery, 
that one may spend here a month, and not 
then, however diligent, explore all its won­ 
ders. The view from Tahoe City is one of 
great beauty and full of poetic inspiration. 
Lofty mountains rise to bights from 6,000 
to 10,000 feet; interspersed are beautiful 
stretches of valley and woodland, and deep 
shaded and broad sunny valleys clothed in 
the richest vestments' of p’rolific floral 
growth. Among the chief points of inter­ 
est about the lake arc Emerald Bay. Hot 
Springs, Idlewild, Meek’s Bav, Glen- 
brook, 
Rowlands, 
Tallac, ' Crystal 
Bay, 
Cornelian 
Bay, 
McKinney’s, 
Phipps’, Sunnyside. There plies upon 
the lake an excursion steamer to 
convey visitors to all points of interest on 
the shores. For those interior from shore, 
stages and private conveyances are pro­ 
vided. 
The hotel accommodations are 
good at all the chief ¡mints of stoppage, 
and boating and fishing facilities are every­ 
where provided in plenty. From May to 
October the air is delightfully bracing and 
invigorating. Fishing is best in June. 
July and September. 
Brook trout are 
plentiful at the head of the Truekee river, 
which is one of the fairest streams of the 
country, and takes its rise at the lake. 
Hunting is plentiful, game being abund­ 
ant, .aud even hears are not uncommon. 
PONNER. 
On the return from Tahoe, the tourist 
should-visit Donner Lake, a gem nestling 
in the mountains a half hour’s drive from 
Truekee, and above the margin of which 
lino -of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Lmi* along the mountain side. Tiie lake 
thnee miles long and one mile and a half 
and the waters are of equal purity 
with those of Tahoe. Their depth is 483 
feet. The -shores are surrounded by pine 
and tamarack forests. 
Mountain trout is 
plentiful. Biemtadt has made this lake the 
subject of one of his most successful and 
stiiking great pusures. From San Krancis- 
co, to Truekee, the point of departure 
for Lakes Tahoe and Donner, it is 
Til miles, or JSl 
from Sacramento. 
The Eastern tourist frequently stops over 
at Truekee on his way into the State, 
anf virits Tahoe and Donner lakes 
first, and 
also often takes into his 
excursion Weber lake, distant from 
Truekee 26 miles by stage route, a beau­ 
tiful sheet of water in the heart of the 
Sierras, at ail altitude of 6.925 feet. It is 
nearly eircuhsr, and is about a mile in 
diameter. Around the lake is a glorious 
drive. A little distance off is Weber Lake 
Falls, and near by are Observation Peak, 


these waters are mainly silver and speckled 
rout. The mountain' scenery of the sec­ 
tion is simply unsurpassed. The hotel fa­ 
cilities are good fur forty or fifty people. 
While in the Central Sierras, on the line of 
the Central Pacific, the tourist should visit 
Soda Shrings, leaving the road at Soda 
Springs Station, near the Summit, and 
staging tlience some twelve miles down 
the romantic canyon of the American river 
to near the falls of the river, where the 
springs are located. A hotel is kept open 
there in the summer. The accommoda­ 
tions for camping also are excel­ 
lent, while 
those who 
prefer the 
hotel will 
find 
good 
accommoda­ 
tion. The hunting and fisliingare fine, and 
the scenery is deemed by artists to be of 
the best on the coast, a» it certainly is of 
the most romantic. The climate is de­ 
lightful in all respects, and from June to 
lute in October is a perfect blessing to the 
tired, worn and weary. The locality is de­ 
lightfully calm and restful, and the attrac­ 
tion.' innumerable.

CLEARING AM) PLANTING IN THE 
HIGHER FOOTHILLS. 


The O rganization an d W ork Aecoiu- 
plisln-d by th e A uburn D rangr- 
G row ers’ A ssociation.

E ds. Reookd-Lnion : The citrus fair at 
your city last January set many of our good 
citizens thinking about orange culture in 
Placer county. Our people surprised them­ 
selves at the exhibit they made. It was 
known that many oranges were grown at 
Newcastle, Penryn, Ophir and Auburn; 
hut except the first-named place it was 
mostly by way of-home yard adornment. 
It was also known that a few hearing trees 
lived in Colfax til! within a few years hack, 
when they were killed by an unusual frost 
and la- k of care by the owner, who seemed 
to think that they would go sooner or later 
as a certainty, and who took it as a freak of 
nature that they had lived so long. Now it 
is thought that with a mote favorable loca­ 
tion, and even a moderate amount of care, 
the Colfax trees, at an elevation of 2.400 
feet in the Sierras, would still be alive and 
fruiting. 
'lire jai In re of Mr. Birdsall's orange ranch 
near Rocklin—u costly experiment—was 
aiso a warning to our sanguine lovers ot 
the golden fruit; hut careful observers 
noted that a more unfavorable spot for an 
orange grove could hardly, be selected than 
that on which Mr. Birdsall’s grove was 
planted, it was black, rich ground, it is 
true, but it was cold, low and moist in 
part. It is now known that in a few unfa­ 
vorable spots within two miles east u! 
Rocklin, by reason of peculiar conforma­ 
tion of ground, sheltered from air currents, 
peaches invariably are killed by late frosts, 
while the hills and ridges only a few rods 
away have a perfect climate for an inex­ 
haustible supply of all kinds of fruit. 
With these experiments in orange-grow­ 
ing in the high reaches of the foothiils be­ 
fore us, about a dozen citizens of Auburn 
met on February 1st to discuss the orange 
problem. Previous failures were noted, and 
also subsequent success by numerous grow­ 
ers in the county. It was finally deter­ 
mined to organize an association of ten 
shares and plant immediately. The second 
meeting was held on February 7th, when 
the ten shares were subscribed’ and au as­ 
sessment of $200 per share was levied and 
paid in. On February 9th a permanent or­ 
ganization was effected, by the election of 
j. A. Filcheras President ; Arthur Board- 
ruan, Vice-President; O. W. Hollenbeck, 
Treasurer ; W. B. Lardner, Secretary ; and 
a Board of Directors, consisting of Arthur 
Boardman, Geo. J. Morgan and \V. B. 
Lardner. At our fourth meeting on Febru­ 
ary 13th, our by-laws and articles of agree­ 
ment and rules were adopted, containing 
ten sections, and were duly signed by the 
members of the association. 
Our land, fortv-four acres, after consider­ 
able search, was selected on the Auburn 
anil Rattlesnake bridge road, some five or 
six miles south of Auburn. It is in the 
same neighborhood as the Hector and Boles 
cherry orchards; at a greater elevation 
from the American liver, but still within 
its '.vanning influence. The spot on the 
ranch selected for the first planting was 
rive acres, sheltered on the northwest and 
east by the high ridges and sloping to the 
south. 
This land when purchased was 
covered with a dense growth of chaparral 
and undei brush; also with pines, large 
and small, white and live oak, buckeye, 
etc. Being pushed for time, the clearing, 
grubbing, plowing and harrowing cost $35 
per acre. 
in the meantime Mr. James furry, a 
faithful and experienced orehardist, was 
hired at $600 ¡>er annum to superintend the 
ranch. During the last week of March and 
the first week in April 585 trees were 
planted—100 navels, and the rest divided 
between Mediterranean sweet, St. Michael 
and Konahs. These were set out in dia­ 
mond shape, .twenty feet apart, with tii-. 
angles, ami forming straight rows in sev­ 
eral directions. The general surface of the 
five acres is rolling, with one side low and 
having a substratum of clay soil, which 
1ield the late heavy rains, and some of the 
trees planted there were removed to higher 
ground, after being set out a week or two. 
This was done without apparent injury to 
the tre-es. This portion will be thoroughly 
drained before being planted to oranges an­ 
other year; or, perhaps, will be planted 
with Bartlett pears. 
including the first breaking, the ground 
lias been ¡flowed three times—the las* time 
ten inches deep : was harrowed after first 
plowing, and has been cultivated three 
times with an Acme cultivator. It is now 
in perfect condition. Naturally a rich 
granite soil, having plenty of leaf mold, 
well covered with ashes from the burned 
wood und brash,and thoroughly cultivated, 
a shovel handle can he pushed into the 
ground easily ten to twelve inches. At 
this date there is abundance of moisture in 
the soil an inch or two below the surface. 
Irrigating water will not he used fur two 
weeks. About the 1st of June it is the in­ 
tention to plant watermelons between the 
rows of trees, and by State Fair time 
“sizable" melons are expected for exhibi­ 
tion.And lastly, about the trees ('.’). They are 
doing well, but the puddled trees not so 
well as the bagged ones. Many have 
shoots nine inches long, this year’s growth, 
and about one-fourth of the most forward 
trees are in blossom. The old leaves were 
stripped from the trees at planting; all 
surplus wood cut off, and the slumps 
waxed. The jack-rabhits barked a few 
trees, hut a wash of dissolved assafo.-tida 
stopped their depredations. Only a very 
small per eentage can bo called dead. 
With a few the top is d'ad, but sprouts are 
coming from above the hud, with an occa­ 
sional one below the bud. All this can be 
determined better a month hence, as the 
orange is a wayward tree, and may stand 
dormant for a month, and then send 
shoots out. and force them upward as fast 
as corn or dock leaves grow. The stock 
may die without apparent cause but sprout 
from near the bud or graft, or in as mys­ 
terious a manner, die entirely, but the im­ 
pression is gaining that with reasonable 
care an orange root is very tenacious of 
life. We have learned mncb in one short 
season. Under favorable circumstances 
hardly a tree need be lost. Our trees came 
from southern California in carload bulk ; 
were stored in a shed for some two weeks 
awaiting preparation of ground, and were 
hauled to the ranch over a rough road 
about the time of our first north wind. 
There the most of them remained till set. 
Taken all together, the trees had a " rough 
deal.” owing to ur.looked-for delays and 
mishaps. 
Considering the circumstances the mem­ 
bers of the association are perfectly satis­ 
fied so far with results. To emphasize 
their confidence, they met on the 3d inst., 
voted the third thousand dollars in a-.-i ss- 
ment, and ordered the purchase ol a small 
tract of land in addition, on which to 
build a house for the Superintendent. Yes­ 
terday a sightly ridge containing over five 
aeres was purchased for $35 ¡.or acre, for 
this object. This adjoins the original tract, 
and faces nine hundred and forty feet on 
the public road, giving a choice building 
site and additional c range land if desired. 
The original 44 acres cost $000. Let the 
reader note the rise in price on the second 
purchase. 
It is the intention to build a house im­ 
mediately on this newly-purchased tract. 
It is aiso the intention to plant from five to 
ten acres more in oranges next spring, 
keeping the orchard in a square as near 
the irrigating ditch as the general lav of the 
land will permit. The trees will b¿ forced 
in growth by thorough cultivation and 
judicious use of water, till aliout Septeni- 
i»er 1st when they will be allowed to 
harden for winter. This is a short his­ 
tory of the Auburn Orange Growers’ As­ 
sociation of less than four months from 
the firs! meeting, and 103 days from the 
permanent organization. Y onfs truly.

The 
compound consists of a mixture of nitrate 
of potash or nitrate of soda with sulphur 
ashes and tannin.

Industries of 1lio New Soutli. 
Northern capital has done much in the 
last few years to develop the industries and 
resources of the new South. New York and 
Philadelphia have not only furnished a large 
amount of this capital, but have also pro­ 
vided the principal market for the products 
of many of the Southern manufactories. Of 
late, the manufacture of cotton goods in the 
South has made immense strides, until to­ 
day certain lines of goods in the South 
which Southern buyers formerly sought in 
Northern markets, are now almost exclu­ 
sively supplied by the mills in the Caroli­ 
nas Georgia. Tennessee and Mississippi. 
The products of these mills are mainly cot­ 
ton yarns, and the coarser and heavier 
grades of unbleached muslins, colored 
goods, tickings, towels, grain luigs, etc. On 
account of the abundance of water power, 
the proximity of the cotton fields and ¡lie 
consequent low price of raw material and 
cheapness of labor, these goods can be 
made to great advantage at the South. The 
scarcity of skilled labor, however, has pre­ 
vented the manufacture of the finer grades 
ot fabrics, such as are produced by the best 
Northern mills, hut some of the mili own­ 
ers are contemplating the securing of 
skilled help and the manufacture ot the 
best grades of goods, with a view to send 
them to Northern markets. The yarns 
produced are of a very good quality, and 
tind their principal market in Philadel­ 
phia. The total spinning industries of the 
South arc equal to about one-tcntli of tiie 
same interests in the North. In the one 
case the annual consumption of cotton be­ 
ing about 200,000 hales per annum, in the 
other about 2,000,0000. Philadelphia capi­ 
tal lias gone into the cotton nulls of the 
South to a great extent. The old school of 
Southern planters, who still cling to the 
belief that the South can grow rich and 
prosperous by aising cotton at ten cents a 
pound and paying the men who labor for 
them $6 a month and rations, still close 
their ears to the din of hammers and the 
roar of blast furnaces which are converting 
their cotton fields into prosperous truck 
iartns. But the South is getting away from 
this sort of statesmanship and that verv 
quickly.— V. S. Economist. ’
